WASHINGTON. Oct. 1 5 (R) — President 
Reagan announced Friday he will permit the 
Soviet Union to buy up to 23 million tonnes 
of grain during the current crop year. 

The total to be offered is 1 5 million tonnes 
above the eight million tonnes of corn and 
wheat the Soviet Union was originally elig- 
ible to purchase. 

President Reagan announced his decision 
in a short broadcast on agricultural radio 
networks. He said he had acted to increase 
the amount oS grain available to the Soviet 
Union because he felt American farmers 
deserve unfettered access to world markets. 

Reagan announced his decision less than 
three weeks before the Nov. 2 congressional 
election, in which the vote in farm states was 
expected to have an important effect. The 
president earlier this year saidhewasoffering 
the Soviet Union a one-year extension of an 
agreement under which the Kremlin was 
required to purchase between six and eight 
mflHon tonnes of grain a year. 

President Jimmy Carter imposed a partial 
grain embargo against the Soviet Union 
because of Soviet intervention in Afghanis- 
tan in December, 1979, but Reagan lifted it 
soon after he took office in January, 1981. 

Presdent Reagan's decision to offer the 
Soviet Union an extension of the grain 
agreement was controversial in Western 
Europe because of his opposition to the sale 
of equipment and technology for construc- 
tion of a natural gas pipeline from Siberia to 


Europe. 
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OSLO, Oct 15 (R) — Arnfinn Nesset, 
46-year-old manager of a Norwegian nursing 
home, will stand trial next Monday charged 
with murdering 25 old persons of both sexes 
by curacit, a poison that paralyzes the 
respiratory system. 

The indictment alleges that he killed 11 
men and 14 women, aged between.67 and 94, 
who were patients at a nursing home at the 
Or k dal Valley, central Norway, between 
May 20, 1977, and Nov. 11, 1980. The 
indictment said he administered curacit 
directly into the veins, and the patients died 
within a few minutes. 

Nesset is also charged with having misap- 
propriated about $1,990 of patient!? money 
intended as contributions to the Salvation 
Array and missionary work. The last murder 
was committed in November 1980.

Gen. Zia to visit Peking 


PEKING. Oct. 15 (AFP) — Pakistani 
President Muhammad Zia Ul-Haq. who 
arrives here Sunday on his third trip to 
China. Friday described Sino Pakistani 
relations as "model”. 

Interviewed by the New China News 
Agency, President Zia said ties between the 
two countries were so close that they “could 
be the envoy of any country.” Islamabad 
and Peking, who have long reciprocally 
considered each other as vital allies on the 
Asian scene, strengthened bilateral ties fol- 
lowing the Soviet Union's 1974 military 
intervention in Afghanistan. 

Gen. Zia. who ousted Prime Minister 
itZutfikar Ali Bhutto in 1 977. has since then 


continued the policy of rapprochement with 
China launched by his predecessor. He vis- 
ited China in 1 977 and 1 980. But Chinese 
Premier Zhao Ziyang is so far the top leader 
to have made an official visit to Pakistan 
since former Premier Chou En-laTs 1965 
trip. 


China, ihc Pakistani leader said in the 
interview, has “never imerfened in any 
country's internal affairs”. Pakistani 
sources here said thai Gen. Zia will be dis- 
cussing bilateral, regional and international 
issues with the Chinese authorities during 
bis six-day visit to China, to be followed by a 
stop in North Korea.

Battle rages in Lebanon 


BEIRUT. Oct. 15 (AP) — Right-wing 
Christian militiamen exchanged artillery fire 
with Druzc Nationalists Friday in the fourth 
day of fighting that has claimed five lives and 
injured 54 persons in mountain villages 
southeast of Beirut. 

Civilians ran for cover in underground 
shelters in Aley, 15 kilometers cast of Beirut. 
. as the village was shelled overnight. Heavy 
fighting was also reported in the nearby vil- 
lages of Kfarmatta and abbey. 

In Tel Aviv, Defense Minister Ariel Sha- 
ron called on both sides to lay down their 
arms and said Israel, which has occupied the 
area since June, wilt act to prevent further 
fighting. In Beirut, 120 Italian paratroopers 
arrived to beef up their contingent of the 
multinational force. The 4.000 troops of the 
force, which also included French and 


Americans, were sent to Lebanon to protect 
civilians and support the Lebanese Army 
after the Sept. 16 massacre of hundreds of 
Palestinians in refugee camps. 


" Seventy percent of our people are already 
on duty 24 hours a day.” said Capt. Corrado 
Caniatore. spokesman for the Italian con- 
tingent. "If we stay longer, we want to stan 
giving the men short leaves.” 


The Lebanese Army continued bulldozing 
houses built illegally on private and govern- 
ment land near the airport in West Beirut. 
The government says the tin shacks and con- 
crete houses are dangerously close to flight 
paths. Muslim Shiite refugees whose houses 
were mowed down burned tires and blocked 
a road in protest. Police dispersed the protes- 
ters and reopened the road. 


LDP fails to choose leader 


TOKYO. Oct. 15 (R) — L^adere of 
Japan's ruling Liberal Democratic Party 
(LDP) failed to agree Friday on a successor to 
outgoing party president and Prime Minister 
Zenko Suzuki and face a possibly divisive 
election. » 

The crucial talks aimed at finding a new 
leader through negotiation and beading off a 
party election were suspended without 
agreement but were resumed several hours 
later. Saturday is the deadline for candidates 
to register if an election is held next month. 

Taking part in the talks were Suzuki, who 
announced his resignation as LDP president 
last Tuesday, former Prime Minister Taken 
Fukuda. a leading critic of Suzuki who rep- 
resents the senior party advisers, and party 
secretary-general Susumu Nikaido. speaking 
for the LDPs executives. They told reporters 
after the talks Friday morning the situation 


was still too fluid to name a possible succes- 
sor. Fukuda also said negotiations could con- 
tinue until shortly before the election. 

At a meeting of LDP parliamentarians, 
Suzuki called again for speedy selection of a 
Mcccssir through negotiations to avoid a 
political vacuum. His faction decided at a 
meeting to leave the choice of his replace- 
ment to Suzuki, who appears to favor Yasuh- 
iro Nakasone. director-general of the 
administrative management agency, LDP 
sources said. 


Nakasone’s main potential competitor, 
Toshio Komoto. director-general of the 
Economic Planning Agency who had also 
been critical of Suzuki told reporters after 
meeting Fhkuda: “It is desirable to hold an 
election if the three-man talks do not reach 
agreement Friday.” 


Ito clarifies 


Japan arming for defense 


TOKYO. Oct. 15 (AFP) — Defense 
Minister Soichiro Ito Friday denied there had 
been a rebirth of militarism in Japan, but 
called on his countrymen to change their 
attitude and recognize the need to defend the 
nation. 

The minister, who heads the National 
Defense Agency, said in substance that Japan 
cquld do more for its own defense without 
violating the limits of the constitution which 
stipulate that it will never again wage war. He 
was speaking at a press conference, possibly 
his last in his current post due to the forth- 
coming change of government following the 
resignation of Prime Minister Zenko Suzuki. 


“There is absolutely no basis” for the con- 
cern of certain Asian leaders over the rein- 
forcement of Japan's defense capability, Ito 
said, referring to fears expressed recently by 
President Ferdinand Marcos of the Philip- 
pines and President Suharto of Indonesia, as 
well as by certain Chinese officials. 

The Defense Agency chief also said the 
United States praised Japan's recent defense 
efforts but asserted that Japan, as a member 
of the Western Bloc, must share more of the 
regional defense burden. Japan’s defense 
budget for fiscal 1 982 grew by 7,775 percent 
to $9.6 bflhbn, 0.933 percent of gross 
national product. 


ROC spurns independence

TAIPEI, Oct. 15 — The Republic of China 
will not embark on the move of dedaring- 
independence from mainland China, a senior 
official of the Republic of China has said. 

In an interview with Arab News, Dr. James 
CY. Soong, director general of the govern- 
ment information office in Taiwan, said," the 
Republic of China will not dedare indepen- 
dence from Communist China because such a 
move will trigger a declaration of war by 
Communist China and will be contrary to the 
ultimate objective erf the Republic of Chinr 
which is the unification of China." Dr. Soorg 
stressed that the independence declaration 
would create new problems and complicate 
the situation rather than settle the dispi te. 

Asked about the possibility of Communist 
China invading Taiwan with the aim of 
annexing the island and whether the 
Repubhc of China can defend itself. Dr. 
Soong replied, “the Republic of China does 
not exclude the possibility of an invasion by 
Communist China. If such an attack occurs, 
the armed forces of the Republic of China 
wiU not only put up stiff resistance, but also 
fight to the hilt in order to drive the invaders 
out.'’ Dr. Soong disclosed that the Republic 
of China is spending more than 40 percent of 
its budget on defense and is always striving to 
upgrade the capability of its armed forces. 

Explaining the reasons for Taiwan’s rejec- 
tion of Communist China’s unification offer. 
Dr. Soong said, “we have rejected Commun- 
ist China's offer because the government in 
Peking is offering a surrender deal. They 
(Chinese Communists) want us to be a local 
government and this is totally unacceptable 
to us.” He affirmed that the unification of 
China is a long-range goal of the government

in Taiwan and is a common aspiration of all 
Chinese. However, he admitted that the 
unification process may take “some time” to 
materialize. 

Dr. Soong indicated that the Republic of 
China has four major concerns. These are: 
security, stability, prosperity and liberty. 

While stressing that the Taiwan govern- 
ment is dedicated to democracy' and freedom. 
Dr. Soong said, “there is a general consensus 
in Taiwan against communism. We don’t 
want communism." 

On the future outlook for Taiwan, Dr. 
Soong said, “we have great hopes for the 
future. We should work harder to gain inter- 
national recognition. We are doing our best 
to develop our country and make it more

GCC states hint 


at quitting OPEC 


MANAMA, Oct. 15 ( AP) — The minister 
erf industry of the state of Bahrain hinted 
Friday that Arab oil producers in the Gulf 
area may withdraw from the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC). 

“Thursday's warning is significant.” the 
Bahrain-based Gulf News Agency quoted 
Youssef Al-Shirawi as saying in reference to 
a strongly-worded statement issued by the 
Gulf Arab producers. “The Gulf countries 
are pushed into drafting a unified policy on 
petroleum,” he added, "especially since 
these countries have taken a lot of injustice 
and sacrificed their production in the past to 
maintain the unity of prices in OPEC.” 

Al-Shirawi made the statement after 
returning from the town of Salalab, in the 
Sultanate of Oman, where he represented 
Bahrain at a meeting by the oil ministers of 
the Gulf Cooperation Council (GCC). The 
meeting, which culminated in the unpre- 
cedented warning to other OPEC member 
states, brought together the oil ministers of 
Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, the United Arab Emi- 
rates, Qatar, Bahrain and Oman. Saudi 
Arabia is the largest single OPEC producer. 

The production of Saudi Arabia and 
Kuwait has however been almost halved in 
recent months because of fierce competition 
for buyers, on a glutted market, and refusal 
by OPECs African members to adjust their 
price differentials upwards in favor of Arab 
exports. The African refusal, and violations 
of a six-month-old ceiling on individual pro- 
duction quotas, which several OPEC states 
say no longer holds, have led to cancellation 
of all OPEC meetings for die next two 
months. 

The GCC wanting was banneriined by 
newspapers in the Gulf region Friday, with 
the English-language United Arab Emirates 
newspaper Khaleej Times stressing the state- 
ment that had it not been for sacrifices “on 
our part," prices on theimernar.onai mar- 

ket would have collapsed. 

“But we will not protect anyone Indulging 
in irresponsible and dubious activities,” said 
the statement, which detailed at length oven 
and covert discounts by OPEC members. 
These hidden discounts, said the statement, 
include “barter deals and extra-long credit 
terms, amendments to royal tiesftaxes on con- 
cession areas, pushing down prices without 
raising production, selling gas together with 
oil an d charging very low price for gas by way 
of adjustment/accommodation, or processing 
oil and selling die products at decidedly 


reduced prices." 

The statement said maim me Arab region, 
the extent of damage wrought by over- 
production was obvious, with certain coun- 
tries unable to attain even the production 
quota permitted under the contested 
production-sharing ceiling of 17.5 million 
barrels per day.

Oct. 15 (SPA) — Two con- 
victed murderers were executed Friday 
here and in Tabuk according to an Interior 
Ministry statement.

A SRI 34,417,746. contract for the con- 
struction of the second phase of AJ-Khafj? s 
desalination plant was signed with a special- 
ized international firm and will be 
implemented within 28 months. 

The plan* t production capacity is estimated 
at five minion gallons a day. Its generation of 
electric power will cover the requirements of 
the plant itself and the area’s residents. The 
plant comprises two desalting units and two 
steam and power generators. The contract 
alsn ratk for the construction of a residential 
compound. 

A SR78,128,075 contract was signed for a 
national company to lay the necessary pipes 
for the Qaysouma and Hafr-el-Baten water 
project. 


The contract provides for the laying of 
main pipes from the wells to Hafr-e’l-Baten 
over 68,000 meter distance. 

• The pipes wiD have various diameters vary- 
. ing between 300 and 900 millimeters and 7 1 
valve rooms. It also calls for the laying of 
other main and secondary pipes of 80-600 
millimeters and made of asbestos and plastic 
over a 260,000 meter distance within Hafr- 
el-Baten and Qaysouma. 

Connections to the area’ s 9,000 houses will 
be established and 250 fire extinguishers will 
be secured under the contract along with 80 
drinking units. The contract also calls for the 
establishment of 350 valve rooms. 

In other-news; the Western Province Water 
and Sewage Department has formed two spe- 
cial teams for the pumping of sewage waters 
- from Jeddah. The teams are being looked 
-over by the department's maintenance divi- 
sion. 


Saudi doctors awarded pediatrics diplomas 


Group aims to assist Saudi farmers 


RIYADH, Oct. 1 5 (SPA) -Twenty-one 
Saudi Arabian doctors graduated here 
Wednesday evening from a special course 
obtaining pediatrics diplomas. The group 
represents the second course in pediatrics, 
organized by the Health Ministry in coop- 
eration with Britain's University of Edin- 
burgh. 

Health Minister Dr. Hussein Al-Jazaeri 
addressed the audience stressing the eager- 
ness of the ministry to improve the quality 
as well as the quantity of specialists through 
training programs. The ministry organizes 
higher studies programs inside its hospitals 
to proride practical knowledge for its doc- 
tors. Jazaeri said. 

In the context of these programs, the 
ministry organizes visits for doctors to vari- 


ous parts of the world, participates in inter- 
national conferences and organizes exten- 
sive seminars and conferences inside the 
Kingdom, the mini ster said. 

Dr. Abdul Rahm an Al-Stiwailem. the 
course's director, said that 21 doctors are 
graduating out of 24 who took the course. 
Last year, 2 8 doctors graduated from the 
first such course, he added. A special tele- 
phone service on answering questions in 
pediatrics has proven successful medically, 
Suwailem said, since 3,000 inquiries have 
been answered during the past five months. 
That also led to identification of many prob- 
lems regarding the up-bringing and nutri- 
tion of children, he added. 

Two new ideas have been established as a 


result, Suwailem said. The first, providing a 
special file for each mother of a healthy 
child through which regular examinations 
will be traced until the child is of school age. 
The second proposal calls for holding spe- 
cial and short courses of one or two weeks 
duration on improving the skills erf pediat- 
rists. 

Prince Sattam handed over certificates to 
the graduates and presented a commemora- 
tive gift to Dr. Jazaeri. Prince Sattam com- 
mended Jazaerfs efforts as a dean of the 
college of medicine at King Saud University 
and also as a minis ter of health. 

The ceremony was attended by Civil Ser- 
vice Board President Turiri Ai-Sudair.

ALKHOBAR, Oct- 15 — “Computers 
took off in the Kingdom during the early

IBM set up Saudi Bus- 
iness Machines (SBM) at a JufEali subsidiary, 
because it realized the operation in Saudi 
Arabia was a major activity and required 
emphasis on a local base in line with the 
Five-Year Development Plan.” 

The rush to meet the December 31 . 1 981 
installation deadline for the sophisticated 
IBM hardware in Aramco's EXPEC Center 


gave IBM a major boost. Aramco remains 
their major customer in the Kingdom. 

IBM and SBM staff in Saudi Arabia has 
doubled from 200 in January. 1981, to over 
400 now. Of these. 350 work in basic support 
services. Ihe latest SBM office is scheduled 
to open in Jubail next month.

DAMASCUS. Oct. 15 (R) — Three 
Da mascus-based Palestinian commando 
groups Thursday denied a report by the offi- 
cial Syrian news agency that they hart 
attacked a possible link between Jordan and a 
future Palestinian state. 

The agency said in a report over nigh t that 
five commando groups based in Damascus 
had issued statements attacking "the Jorda- 
nian regime and the so-called federation with 
Jordan.” But spokesmen for three of the 
groups denied they had issued any statements 
on the subject. The three are: the Popular 
Front for the Liberation of Palestine (PFLP). 
the Marxist Democratic Front for the Libera- 
tion of Palestine (DFLP) and the Palestine 
Liberatio n F ront (PLF).

Liberation Organization (PLO). has been 

Syria, East Germany 
call for withdrawal 

DAMASCUS, Oct. 15 (R) — Syria and 
East Germany Thursday called for the 
immediate and unconditional withdrawal of 
Israeli forces from Lebanon and renewed 
calls for an independent Palestinian state. 

The joint statement came at the end of a 
four-day visit to Damascus by East German 
President Erich Honecker. Honecker is now 
in Cyprus. Calling for an Israeli withdrawal 
from Lebanon, Syria and East Germany said 
the Israeli occupation of Lebanese territory, 
and why it called its threats to launch an 
offensive against Syria, were the direct result 
of the 1 978 Camp David peace accords bet- 
ween Israel and Egypt 

The two countries said the Arab-Israeli 
conflict could be solved only if Israel pulled 
out of all Arab land occupied in 1967. 


discussing with King Hussein the possibility 
of a federation between Jordan and the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip at present occupied by 
Israel. No firm agreement was announced 
after the talks .which ended Tuesday, but 
Syria has questioned Arafat’s right to discuss 
such matters without a Palestinian consensus. 

Speaking in Paris Friday Egyptian Minister 
of State for Foreign Affairs Boutros Boutros 
Ghali said that Egypt totally agreed with an 
association between Jordan and a Palestine 
Middle East settlement. Questioned about 
PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat’s recent visit to 
Amman, Ghali told the French Diplomatic 
Press Club: "Egypt agrees totally with the 
idea of associating Palestine — the West 
Bank of Jordan and the Gaza Strip — and the 
Jordanian Kingdom.” He added: "Such a 
move would be a very positive step toward a 
comprehensive settlement of the Middle East 
issue.” 

Earlier this week. Arafat had four days of 
talks in Amman with King Hussein of Jordan. 
Political commentators said Arafat indicated 
a new flexibility in Palestinian attitudes 
toward a Middle East settlement The PLO 
chairman said during his visit that Palesti- 
nians and Jordanians "did not form two sepa- 
rate peoples but a single one.” 

Asked about the eventual return of Egypt 
to the Arab League, the minis ter said: " Let’s 
put aside what I personally consider to be this 
unimportant issue... in the meantime. Egyp- 
tian diplomacy is aiming to turn what has 
been the PLO's military defeat in Beirut into 
a political victory.” 

Egypt has been suspended from the 22- 
member Arab League since the late Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat signed the Camp David 
peace treaty with Israel. Ghali was in Paris for 
a brief stop-over on his way back from the 
Franco- African summit in the Zairean capi- 
tal of Kinshasa. 


Cheysson to tour Gulf states 


KUWAIT, Oct. 15 (AP) — France's new 
ambassador to Kuwait, Jean Bressot, was 
quoted here Thursday as saying External 
Affairs Minister Claude Cheysson will visit 
three Gulf states next month to discuss 
Mideast peace moves and the possibility of 
further French military cooperation with the 
Gulf Arab countries. 

Cheysson. he said, will arrive in Kuwait 
Nov. 12 and will also visit Bahrain and Qatar 
to “convey French ideas concerning the 
prospects of peace in the Middle East and 
France's prospective contribution to over- 
coming obstacles hindering the peace pro- 


cess.” " We will also bear the opinions of Gulf 
leaders on the latest Arab peace moves and 
means of developing cooperation between 
France and their countries in all fields.” he 
added in an interview with the daily Ai - 
Seyassak. 

Bressot expressed France's readiness to 
help the Gulf countries develop their own 
military industries and “supplying them with 
the necessary expertise and know-how for 
safeguarding their independence and 
sovereignty.” He said France was suplying 
the Gulf states with "some typesofarms” but 
gave no details. 


Egypt to keep treaty with Israel 


CAIRO. Oct. 1 5 (R) — Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Kamal Hassan Ah said Thursday 
Egypt was obliged to preserve its peace treaty 
with Israel so it could serve as an example for 
similar future agreements between Israel and 
other Arab states. 

“The (1979) peace treaty is certainly the 
prelude for other treaties between Israel and 
other Arab parties. Therefore, Egypt shoul- 
ders the responsibility, as the leading nation 
in times of peace and war to keep it,” the 
official Middle East News Agency quoted Ali 
as saying. Addressing members of the ruling 
National Democratic Party (NDP), Ali ruled 
out the possibility of abolishing the treaty in 
the heat generated by Israers invasion of 
Lebanon. He said such action would take the 
region back to "the aimless era of confronta- 
tion and- conflict." 

The minister's statements Thursday 
appeared aimed at assuring Israeli leaders of 
Egypt’s adherence to peace following four 
months of official and media protests against 


Israels actions in Lebanon. He said Israel 
could still be sincere in negotiating peace in 
the Middle East 

“ It (Israel) knows that the direction of set- 
tlement is a necessity imposed by regional, 
international and internal developments in 
Israel.” Ali said. He was referring to demon- 
strations which took place in Israel fast month 
against the role played by Israeli forces in the 
massacre of Palestinian refugees in West 
Beirut. 

“Despite these factors. Israel is using all 
possible means to slow down the peace pro- 
cess. In doing that, Israel is exploiting the 
disunity of the Arab world and the involve- 
ment of some of its nations in armed strug- 
gles,” Ali said. 

He said Israers intransigence in peace talks 
was not proof that this; was its final stand but it 
was a means of applying pressure. Egypt and 
Israel failed to agree a formula for Palestinian 
autonomy, in the West B ank and Gaza Strip 
after more than three years of talks. 


Iran wants Israel’s ouster from U.N. 


UNITED NATIONS, Oct 15 (AFP) — 
Iran said Thursday it would call for Israers 
ouster from the U.N. General Assembly even 
if the group of Arab states have decided 
against such a move. 

U.N. sources said Iran told other Islamic 
states that it was prepared to introduce 
such a motion on its own no matter what 
Arab representatives did. 

Libya and Iraq (which is currently at war 
with Iran ) have both called for an Arab chal- 
lenge to the Israeli delegation's credentials, 
but Iraq later agreed not to insist on introduc- 
ing a formal motion to this effect A majority 
of Arab states have been hesitant over such a 
move, fearing it would either obtain only 


tepid support in the assembly or, if successful, 
lead to die United States, which currently 
foots one quarter of the aonual U.N. budget 
walking out with Israel. 

Chief U.S. representative Jeane Kirkpat- 
rick told journalists here Thursday that if 
Israeli chief delegate Yehuda Blum was 
ordered out of the General Assembly, she 
would leave with j him. 

The Israeli question could come up on Oct. 
25 when the report of the U.N. Credentials 
Committee, which has already approved 
Israers representation without discussion, 
is submitted to the assembly, for official 
approval. 


Bulent Ecevit released from jail 


ANKARA, Oct. 15 (AFP) — Former 
Prime Minister Bulent Ecevit was released 
from prison here Friday where be had been 
serving a sentence for violating a decree pro- 
hibiting political statements, legal sources 
said. 

Some 250 persons, including former minis- 
ters and officials from the Republican Peo- 


ple's Party, cheered Ecevit as his car passed 
through die prison gates. The former {Mime 
minister, incarcerated Aug. 20, made no 
statement. Ecevit was condemned last July to 
two months and 27 days in prison for state- 
ments reportedly made to two other news 
organizations, the Dutch television network 
NVR and to the West German weekly 
magazine Her SpiegeL 


Afghan, U.S. delegates clash inU.N. 


UNITED NATIONS, Oct. 15 (AP) — 
Afghan and U.S. delegates dashed in the 
U.N. General Assembly Thursday over the 
situation in Afghanistan. 

Afghan Foreign Minister Shah Muham- 
mad Dost, in the assembly’s policy debate, 
complained that the U.S. Senate “took 
another decision in recent days on the supply 
of arms to the rebels attacking Afghanistan 
from abroad.” He praised pending Soviet 
disarmament proposals. 

John D. Lodge, replying Thursday night 


for the United State, said Dost "speaks not as 
a master in his own house, but as one who 
represents a regime which remains in power 
only by force of massive Russian weaponry.” 
Lodge said over 100,000 Russian troops 
were in Afghanistan. 

Ambassador Ignatius B. Fonseka of Sri 
Lanka, another speaker in the debate, said 
Israel had effective control of West Beirut 
" when an internal faction in Lebanon carried . 
out the massacre of defenseless Palestinians 
herded in refugee camps.” 


Carters welcome Sadat’s widow 


PLAINS, Georgia, Oct. 15 (AP) — 
Former U.S. President Jimmy Carter and bis 
wife, Roslaynn, were hosts to the widow of 
former Egyptian President Anwar Sadat at a 
private luncheon in their home Thursday, 
greeting her as an okl friend. 

~ 'jThan Sadat is “keeping alive the burning 
hopes he (Sadat) had for peace for the entire 
world,” said Carter, who engineered the 
Camp David peace negotiations between 


Sadat and Israeli Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin during his term as president. "I don’t 
think there were ever two world leaders 
closer than President Sadat and 1.” Carter 
told reporters. 

Mrs. Sadat, emerging from a year s seclu- 
sion after the Oct. 6. 1981. assassination of 
her husband, ison a three-nation tour includ- 
ing Britain and West Germany. 


U.S. warned 
Khomeini of 
armed attack 

NEW' YORK, OcL 15 (AP) — Former 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter says that be 
warned Iranian leader Ayatollah Khomeini 
that the United States would take military 
action if any of the embassy hostages were 
harmed. 

Carter, in an interview broadcast Thursday 
on ABCs "20-20” television program, said 
he had rejected advice that the United States 
take immediate forceful action, even if that 
imperiled the hostages' lives. "I considered 
ali these options and ultimately I made it 
clear to Khomeini, quickly after the hostages 
were taken, that if he put any of our hostages 
on trial that we would interrupt all commerce 
with Iran.” Carter said, "if be damaged or 
injured or killed any hostages, that we would 
launch a military attack on Tehran. And I 
sent that message to him.'’ 

Iranian militants seized the U.S. Embassy 
in Tehran Nov. 6, 1979. The last hostages 
were released Jan. 20. 1981. Carter said he 
never received a direct response from the 
Iranian religious leader, but "he never put a 
hostage on trial and he never injured one of 
them.” 

In his book. Keeping the faith. Carter said 
that he ordered detailed preparations for 
possible military action. 


W. Germany deports Denktash blames 

26 Iranian students 


FRANKFURT, Oct. 15 (AP) — Twenty- 
six bearded Iranians waving posters of 
AyatoDab Khomeini and shouting political 
slogans boarded an Iran Air jet for home 
Thursday after spending almost six months in 
West German jails while authorities ha gg led 
over their deportation. 

The 26 Iranians were among 86 arrested 
last April in Mainz after a violent brawl bet- 
ween two rival groupsof Iranian students that 
wrecked a lecture ball at Mainz University 
and left several persons injured with stab 
wounds or heavy blows. Forty-three Iranians 
are still held in M ainz j ails, authorities said. A 
spokesman for ttej&hineland Palatinate 
Interior Ministry said it was not known when 
they would leave West Germany after 
months of haggling over their fete finally 
ended in accord between Mainz and Tehran 
officials last week. 

Of the original 86 arrested, five left West 
Germany a few weeks ago on an air cr a ft 
bound for Turkey, continuing their journey 
to Iran overland, the interior minis try 
spokesman said. Another man left West 
Germany voluntarily, while a further four 
arrested in the brawl cannot be deported 
because they are either married to West 
Germans or have political asylum in West 
Germany, the spokesman said. * 


Another Iranian would follow those who 
left Thursday in a few days, the spokesman 
said, while a further seven originally arrested 
have since been released. The spokesman 
said any Iranians staying in West .Germany 
would farc court cases over the Mainz brawl. 
The threat to prosecute the Iranians led orig- 
inally to bitter attacks from the Iranian 
Embassy in Bonn and cooled relations bet- 
ween West Germany and Iran. 


Top clergyman 
assassinated 

LONDON, Oct. 15 (R) — Ayatollah 
Ashrafi Esfahani, a leading Iranian cler- 
gyman and representative of Ayatollah 
Khomeini in the western city of Kerman- 
shah, was assassinated Friday. 

The national news agency IRNA said 
the clergyman was killed, apparently by a 
suicide commando, while be was conduct- 
ing Friday prayers in the city' s main mos- 
que. IRNA said the clergyman, a fierce 
opponent of leftist activists., in the Kurd- 
jsh province of Kennansbaban* was killed 
by the radical people's Mujahedin — 
described by the radio as United States 
\ jmercenaries- 


Greek Cypriots 

UNITED NATIONS, Oct. 15 (R)— Turk- 
ish Cypriot leader Raid Denktash has 
accused die Greek Cypriots of amassing arms 
and training men for an attack on the 
Turkish-held part of the Cyprus. 

Th e Greek Cypriots were getting arms 
from Czechoslovakia, Yugoslavia and Brazil 
and could "ma rshal in an instant” about 
80,000 armed personnel in the southern part 
of the island, he told a press conference. 
This inclu ded be tween 10,000 and_ 12.000 
menTrom Greece, lie said. Pilots were also 
being trained in Greece, he added. 

"We think they win try to do a sharp and 
-short attack to get military gain and then they 
hope the whole world _. will stop Turkey 
from reacting,” he said in answer to a ques- 
tion. He said there were about 17,000 Turk- 
ish troops in northern Cyprus. 

Denktash accused Greek Prime Minister 
Andreas Papandreou of being involved in the 
alleged mfluaiy build-up and saj^he hoped 
he "doe4 not push them into calamit y a gain “ 

The Turkish Cypriot leader said the Greek 
Cypriots were importing rockets and other 
sophisticated weapons from Czechoslovakia 

and Yugoslavia and L armored cars from Brazil. 

He saidrepresehtatioiis had been made to the 
three countries and to the United Nations, 
which has had a peacekeeping force on the 
island since 1964.

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A STRONGER JAPAN 

Japan's Defense Minister Soicbiro Ito has tried to reassure some 
neighboring states that his country’s rearmament plans do not consti- 
tute the rebirth of the dreaded Japanese militarism which had played 
so much havoc in Asia during World War Q. But he has made it dear 
that the country must improve its military capabilities after decades 
of stagnation and dependence on the American nuclear umbrella to 
deter potential aggression by the Soviet Union. 

Japan used the restrictions placed on rearmament by the U.S. 
occupying power after the war to devote all its resources to recon- 
struction, development and external trade. In this way the American 
occupation of Japan had a salutary effect, unlike other forms of 
imperialism and colonialism which served only to enrich the coffers 
of the occupying power at the expense of the hapless victims. 

While the U.S. footed the bill. Japan went on from economic 
strength to another until it became the world's third economic power 
even it remained with much diminished independence and political 
sovereignty. 

The time may have come for a review of its military power which is 
inconsistent with its economic position in the world. It is woefully 
weak and without American protection may be overrun by the Soviet 
Union with relative ease. 

However, rapid and massive rearmament are bound to frighten 
Japan's war victims including Communist China which might fear a 
change in regional balance and power politics. The Philippines and 
Indonesia have already expressed loud fears of a return to militarism 
in Japan which might tempt the Japanese to exercise greater pressure 
on their neighbors on whom they depend for raw materials. 

These fears are legitimate but unfounded for Japan is not going to 
be a superpower overnight It can't be. The U.S. will not allow it and 
the Soviet Union will oppose it The latter are already in occupation 
of a few Japanese islands and have the wherewithal to stop the 
Japanese in their tracks. 

In any case a stronger Japan will be better for the region than a 
weaker one perennially dependent on the U.S. and constantly afraid 
of th e Soviet Uoion. 

Saudi Arabian press review 


A Saudi newspaper Friday cal- 
led for a new Islamic stand to per- 
suade Iranian leaders that the 
Muslim and Arab nations would 
not remain with folded hands 
toward threats facing them. 

Okaz was commenting on side 
meetings held by Islamic foreign 
ministers at the United Nations to 
discuss various issues, including 
the Iraq-Iran war. The paper said 
these meetings demonstrated the 
importance the Islamic world 
attached to the question of putting 
an end to the war. now in its third 
year. “This is quite natural 
because the war harmed the 
Islamic world and constituted a 
continuous drain of resources that 
should be mobilized to confront 
ambitions threatening Muslim 
beliefs and unity.” it added. 

The paper said the continued 
Iranian rejection of peaceful 
initiatives “makes it necessary to 
embark on a new Islamic stand to 
persuade Iran’s rulers that the 
Islamic and Arab nations will not 
remain with folded hands in the 
face of threats of dissension and 
disunity against the Muslim 
world.” “Such threats endanger 
the Mami e world’s interests and 
drain its resources which it is try- 
ing to direct toward recovering the 
usurped Islamic holy places,” the 
paper conduded. 

AI -MotSnak said in commenting 
on the same issue that the Iran- 
Iraq war had entered a new phase 
in view of the renewed military 
operations launched by Tehran’s 
rulers in an attempt to “penetrate 
the international border." “So far 


the series of Iranian offensives 
have foiled, leaving behind heavy 
losses on the Iraqi and Iranian 
sides alike.” it added. “These 
offensives have proved, however, 
the lack of wisdom and p lannin g 
on the part of Tehran's rulers who 
tried through the information 
media and propaganda tactics to 
minimize the forcefulness of the 
Iraqi confrontation,” it said. 

Tbe paper added that “although 
the recently held Arab Fez Sum- 
mit bad adopted a resolution 
affirming that any Ir anian viola- 
tion of the Iraqi international bor- 
der would prompt the Arab coun- 
tries to apply the joint defense tre- 
aty, these states are still keen to 
give diplomatic moves a priority in 
trying to resolve the dispute and 
end the war.” 

Meanwhile. Al -Jazirah said 
events in Poland should prompt 
Muslim youth to mark the con- 
tradiction between Communist 
ideology and slogans on the one 
hand and their actual implementa- 
tion in daily life on the other. 
Commenting on the situation in 
Poland and the dispute between 
labor and the authorities, the 
paper said the “Communist 
haven” promised to followers of 
this creed had turned out be in fact 
“repression, domination and 
deprivation of the fundamental 
human rights to freedom of labor 
and belief.” It added that the 
Communist authorities in Poland 
were “exploiting their political, 
economic, security and military 
potential to confront the working 
class and suppress its demands ..." 




The inside story of American ‘revolution’ in Lebanon

In 1976, during the Lebanese war, a senior U.S. 
official visited Beirut and met with leaders of the 
various factions there. The purpose was to draw up 
a plan to end die conflict. He later confided to a 
pro-American Lebanese personality on the actions 
of some of these leaders. Some, he said, asked for 
U.S. military intervention to save the Christians 
from “being slaughtered.” Others warned against 
any interference in what they described as a purely 
internal matter. The official stated that although it 
was not possible To repeat the 1958 performance. 
...the U.S. did not.want the. conflict tfhpontinueasit 
.threatened the security of the region. 

This incident took place during -Gerald Ford's 
presidency. Jimmy Carter too followed a somewhat 
similar policy toward Lebanon. This country’s real 
significance stems from the fact that its problems 
and concerns are closely linked with those of others, 
especially Syria. Jordan. Israel and Palestine. Dur- 
ing the Carter a dmini str a tion, a prominent U.S. 
senator, also pro- Arab, had told a Lebanese politi- 
cal leader in Paris: “Lebanon is a country which the 
U.S. can do away with.” 

Bat the situation took a turn daring Reagan's 
administration and a “revotation" took place in the 
American stance toward Lebanon. The comti y 
assumed importance and its president was officially 
Invited — for the that thne — toWadringtoutomeet 
the UA preridenL Reagan started giving time and 
concern to Lebanon almost as much as Ms predeces- 
sors used to devote to major Arab states friendly to 
Was hin gton. 

To trace the history of the American “revolu- 
tion” in Lebanon, we will have to go back to the 
Ford administration when the Lebanese strife had 
flared op. Kissinger then was the actual American 
leader at the political level as be was engrossed in 
Egyptian-lsraeli negotiations concentrating all his 
efforts to realize an accord between the two coun- 
tries. Kissinger had considered the Lebanese war as 
an “internal problem” and so did not show any 
concern about it and left the matter to some other 
officials at the State Department But when the 
battle escalated, after the Egyptian-lsraeli accord, 
certain Lebanese circles urged the Americans for a 
direct intervention in Lebanon. 

Meanwhile, Kissinger told an emin e n t Arab per- 
sonality: “We cannot fake any (firect action tu 
Lebanon- Ail we can do is to encourage some hxfhien- 
tial Arab states sod France to make efforts to bring 
about a ceasefire, and to $ve advice to the Lebanese 
parties. And no more." 

But the situation started chang in g following King 
Hussein's visit to Washington in March 1976. 
Before his meeting with President Ford, the Jorda- 
nian monarch was keen on meeting Syrian Presi- 
dent Hafez Assad in order to ascertain his views on 
the Lebanese situation. And, during his talks with 
Ford, King Hussein warned him against a serious 
possibility of the establishment of an “extremist 
leftist republic” in Lebanon, if the situation 
remained as it was then. He also said that tins would 
reflect on the situation in the region and threaten 
the stability and security of the entire Middle East. 
He added that Syria alone was capable of stopping 
the formation of such a leftist government in Leba- 
non and was in a position to “bridle” the leftists and 
the extremist elements, thus putting an end to the 
fighting in Lebanon. King Hussein tried to obtain 
Ford’s implicit approval of Syrian intervention in 
Lebanon, provided that the UJS. president exerted 
efforts to “stop” Israeli military intervention in case 
the Syrian forces entered Lebanese territory. 

After Hussein's visit, Kissinger thought that the 
Lebanese crisis “deserved” Iris attention due to 
Syria's and Israels possible intervention in Leba- 
non. So he formed a special team comprising 
experts from the State and Defense Departments as 
also from the White House and asked them to sub- 
mit to him a daily report on the development of the 
Lebanese situation. Among such reports was a sec- 
ret one from the American Embassy m Beirut 
summarizing the various aspects of the crisis. It 
said: “One of the reasons of the war is the lade of a 
formula of coexistence among the Lebanese, for the 
armed men feel and quite seriously, that they are 
not a party in the government machinery and that 
the authority is in the hands of the Christians. And, 
as the Muslims have legitimate political, economic 
and social demands, the Lebanese formula ought to 
be reconsidered and greater opportunity be given to 


the Muslims for participation in the government A 
powerful army is also necessary, besides strong 
legitimate authority that checks the activity of the 
Palestinians and preserves Lebanon's neutral role 
in the area. Hie U.S. must oppose any proposal of 
partitioning Lebanon and creating a Christian state, 
as this would usher in a stage of instability in this 
country and in the region as a whole.” 

Despite opposition to a “Christian state," the 
Americans endorsed the dispatch of weapons to the

They also gave the 
green signal for the first arms despatch tty Israel to 


tance in this behalf. 

(4) The Palestinians must obey the Lebanese 
legitimate authority and they would stay in Leba- 
non until an -entity of their own is created. 

(5) The Arab states can help in the realization of 
a political solution to the Lebanese crisis and that 

- Syria is a stabilizing factor in Lebanon. 

(6) The U.S. is ready to exert efforts for the 
reconstruction of Lebanon. 

(7) Continued fighting in Lebanon would 
threaten peace and stability in the region.

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Kissinger later called- Dean- Brown,"aU:S: dip-' 
lomat with pretty good. experiences in^he, region's 
affairs, and asked him to proceed to Lebanon on a 
fact-finding and mediatory mission. During his 
five-month mission, which began in April, 1976, 
Brown met with every prominent Lebanese per- 
sonality and tried to fonn a complete picture of the 
situation and the future probabilities. 

Brown was to play a dual role: he was entrusted 
with ensuring the election of a new president of 
Lebanon and checking the expansion of the area of 
fighting in the country. On the other hand, his mis- 
sion also had for-reaching objectives. To name a 
few. he was supposed to stop the establishment of a 
leftist government in the country, to achieve 
national conciliation in cooperation with France 
and some Arab circles, to put a curb on the Palesti- 
nians and to bolster Arab and international efforts 
for the reconstruction of Lebanon. 

But the most significant fact was that Brown 
arrived in Lebanon fuOy convinced that Syria alone 
was capable of controlling the security situation and 
putting an end to the civil war in Lebanon. There- 
fore, he discussed Syria’s role with several outstand- 
ing Lebanese personalities and gave “assurances” 
to the Christians that Syria would not stand against 
them and its task would only be “limited”. Brown 
said his country could not undertake a direct milit- 
ary action in Lebanon as it would lead to a dash 
with the Soviets, and a large number of the Christ- 
ians seemed to be satisfied with Brown's talks. 
After the end of his mission Brown submitted a 
report to Kissinger in which he stressed his support 
for Syria's intervention in Lebanon “as Damascus 
alone is capable of thwarting the formation of a 
leftist government in Lebanon in dose alliance with 
Moscow.” He added that Syria “does not want to 
make Lebanon its subservient”, and advised that 
Israel be persuaded to cease military action in 
Lebanon when the Syrian forces entered that coun- 
try. He maintained contacts with Israel but, at the 
same time, began to encourage France and several 
Arab parties to make efforts for Lebanon's stabil- 
ity, so that Syria alone does not remain in tbe arena. 

On May 8, Elias Sarkis was elected Lebanon's 
president. It was said at that time that Brown had 
supported Sarkis’ candidature and opposed the 
nomination of Raymond Edde, for tbe reason that 
the former was convinced with Syria’s role while the 
latter was against it. Anyhow, Syria’s role in Leba- 
non became effective after tbe election of Sarkis as 
president. 

The Americans, however, avoided any direct role 
in Lebanon and preferred to leave it toothers. Wher 
the American ambassador in Befool, Frauds Mdojr, 
was assassinated on Jase 16, 1976, a few days before 
pr esenting Ms cre denti a l s to President Suleiman 
Faraxtfiefc, toe U.S. did not do anything except ask- 
ing Its ambassador hi Damascus to go to Beirut on a 
“fKt-ttndbig" mission and to acquaint Mmsdfw&h 
tbe developments of the situation 

Secret, note to Sarkis 

After assuming the office of the president on 
Sept. 23. 1 976, Sarkis received a secret U.S. note 
explaining the American stance on the Lebanese 
crisis with emphasis on the foDowing points: 

( 1 ) The U.S. supports Lebanon’s unity, indepen- 
dence and territorial integrity and opposes its divi- 
sion. It considers that the establishment of a “Chris- 
tian homeland” would threaten the region's stabil- 
ity while this “homeland” itself would be unable to 
survive. 

(2) It is necessary to bring about political, 
economic and sodal reforms in the Lebanese 
administration and that the Lebanese formula 
should appease all parties and categories. 

(3) A powerful Lebanese army must be created 
and equipped with sophisticated weapons, and 
Amer - will be ready to give support and assis- 


- drdtrohihaw any special ‘concemfor Lebanon 63 
considered that Syria’s role would be enough to 
control tbe situation. What he considered impor- 
tant was that the Lebanese crisis be confined to its 
borders without reflecting on the situation in the 
area. During his meeting with Syrian President 
Assad in Geneva in May, 1977, Carter had full 
understanding on the Syrian role in Lebanon, and 
so he engrossed himself in working for a peace 
conference in Geneva to help solve the Arab-Israeli 
conflict. Later, he endorsed Sadat’s initiative and 
earmarked most of his time for the Camp. David 
accords and then found himself drownedin the U.S. 
hostages crisis and in a tussle with Iran's Khomeini. 

In the midst of all this, Lebanon was considered no 
more than a drop in the sea. Although several 
Lebanese personalities counseled the Americans to 
send an official invitation to President Sarins to visit . 
Washington and hold talks with Carter, but foe 
latter avoided sending an invitation to Sarins and 
simply promised to show concern for Lebanon if be 

- were re-elected as president. He could not win the 
election and, with his downfall came the frill of his 
promise. Tbe fact, however, remained that the 
Israeli influence in Lebanon increased in Lebanon. 

Carter's memoirs 

Saad Haddad, meanwhile, created his “tiny 
state” in the south while military and political coop- 
eration between the Israelis and some Lebanese 
factions was reinforced. In bis memoirs. Carter 
allocated a few lines to tbe Lebanese situation. At 
one point, he said that former Egyptian President 
Sadat had asked Mm during tbe Camp David con- 
ference in September, 1 978. whether the latter had 
earmarked enough time for tbe Lebanese problem. 
Carter confessed, however, that he did not do so,, 
nor did he make concerted efforts to solve die 
Lebanese crisis. Bathe added that he was preparing 
to exert efforts after the Camp David succ es s. Car- 
ter also said in the memoirs that Sadat had asked 
him to intervene to curb reliance of some Lebanese 
Christians on Israel. He added that a flare-op took 
place between Sadat and Begin on the Israeli sup- 
port for Saad Haddad. Sadat had strongly criticized 
this backing, be said. 

President Reagan's concern for Lebanon began 
immediately after he stepped into the White House 
in January 1981, and many Lebanese and Ameri- 
can personalities played a prominent part in rousing 
Reagan’s interest in Lebanon. A s a matter of feet, 
Reagan eyed Lebanon from a strategic point, taking 
into consideration the Soviets and their confronta- 
tion in various parts of the world. With this in view, 
the Reagan administration adopted a secret resolu- 
tion in early 1981 to oust the Syrians from Lebanon, 
ami some Lebanese circles were informed about 
this. Washington felt that Syria was a ssuming a 
special sig nifi ca n ce as regards Moscow and that its 
strong ties with tbe PLO would make it a political 
force difficult to reckon with, especially within its 
strategy to curb the Soviet influence in the Middle ‘ 
East. So. die Reagan administration mapped a 
“secret plot” to .undermine Syria’s role by ostraciz- 
ing it from Lebanon. In coordination with some 
international circles, mchiding France, tbe U-S. 
began implementing this plan through political and 
diplomatic means. And, in April 1981, the then 
Secretary of State Alexander Haig sent a note to 
Sarkis reiterating support for Lebanon, its legiti- 
mate authority and constitutional institutions. ; 

At the same time, the Reagan sent 

“ sign als” to Sarkis that the U.S. president was 
ready to receive him in Washington if he visited t-<- 
New York and addressed the United Nations. But 
Sariris masted on an official invitation which was 
not sent. However, by the end of 1 981 , Israel began ■ 
to map its actual strategy to invade Lebanon and

There are divergent views on the extent of 
American support for the Israeli invasion of Leba- 
non. While some say that the Reagan administra- 
tion endorsed foe invasion of Lebanon provided 
drat tbe Israeli forces stayed at a distance of 40 or 45 
tans, from its borders without entering Beirut, some 
others maintain that the U.S. also supported the 
entry of the Israelis into Beirut. The purpose of foe 
operation was to end the PLCs political and mili t- 
aiy role in Lebanon.

— In six days of high-power diplo- 
macy, President Francois Mitterrand has 
demonstrated that his left-wing administra- 
tion is ready to set aside ideology and tnain- 
tau» a high-profile presence for France in 
Africa. 

Traveling through four countries across the 
center of the continent Mitterrand pledged to 
beef up French aid for development projects 
and promised his support for African efforts 
toiobtain a larger slice of the world economic 
cake. 

His approach to the problems of Africa, 
shaped carefully over the 1 7 months since his 
election, won him tumultuous welcome in 
both strongly We stem -oriented Zaire and in 
the officially Marxist People’s Republic of 
Congo. 

Political commentators said his reception 
in the two states as well as in the small former 
Belgian colonies of Rwanda and Burundi also 
reflected a skilful use of late President 
Charles de Gaulle’s legacy in former French 
African colonies. 

It was Gen. De Gaulle who ended France' s 
African colonial empire by offering its peo- 
ples the choice of independence at the end of 
the 1 950s. Since then his memory has been 
revered in many African countries. 

Diplomats in Brasaville, capital of the 
Congo, said neither Communist leaders nor 
Pope John Paul who briefly visited the coun- 
try in 1 980. drew crowds as large and spon- 
taneous as did Mitten-and. 

Ironically. Mitterrand was one of Gen. De 
Gaulle’s staunchest critics during the late 
1950s and the 1960s. But in Brazzaville, 
which the general never visited, he laid a 
wreath at a monument to the late French 
leader. Before Mitterrand, no French presi- 
dent had traveled to the Congo republic since 
its independence. “I am here to fill a gap. to 
make up for this omission," Mitterrand told 
his Congolese hosts during a banquet. 

Asked if he objected to the close ideologi- 
cal links forged by Congo with the Soviet 
Union and Cuba, he said: “France does not 
compete here with anyone. There is enough 
room here for others.'’ He made Congolese 
President Denis hTGuessogrin broadly when 
he told a news conference: “I am not seeking 
to align nonaligned countries." 

Centerpiece of Mitterrand’s tour, his sec- 
ond on the continent this year, was a confer- 
ence in Kinshasa, capital of Zaire, with heads 
of state and ministers from 36 African coun- 
tries. The summit is an annual event giving 
former French-ruled African states an oppor- 
tunity to confer with the president erf France. 
In recent years, former British and Por- 
tugueSe colonies have afsasent representa-

The Kinshasa conference, whose delibera- 
tions took place in private, was dominated by 
the current crisis within the Organization of 
African Unity (O AU) following the collapse 


of a summit of its own in Libya inAugust. 

Mitterrand argued that the OAU, split 
over the recognition by some countries of the 
West Sahara Polisario as a full member of the 
organization, should remain the major forum 
for African states to discuss their problems. 
But diplomats said his performance in Kin- 
shasa was dear confirmation that France, 
even under a Socialist government, was 
happy to preserve its strong influence in Afri- 
can affairs by combining pragmatism and 
realpolitik. 

The Franco- African summit, apart from 
the delegations from former French-ruled 
stares, attracted representatives from 15 
other countries including President Siaka 
Stevens of Sierra Leone and Foreign Minister 
Ish3ya Audu of Nigeria. 

The leaders applauded warmly when Mit- 
terrand reaffirmed France's pledge to 
guarantee the security of any African state 
that requested it, a phrasing which diplomats 
said amounted to a promise to send troops to 
help repel any outside attack. The applause 
was repeated when President Mobutu Sese 
Seko of Zaire, the conference host, praised 
the French head of stale as “a guarantor of 
the security of Africa." 

Mitterrand aides said France no longer had 
aspirations to be the “gendarme of Africa," 
as left-wing politicians in Paris argued it had 
become under former President Valery Gis- 
card (fEstaing. his predecessor Georges 
Pompidou and Gen. De Gaulle. 

But France still has a wider deployment of 
troops through the continent than any other 
outside country, including Cuba. An esti- 
mated 7,000 to 1 0.000 French combat troops 
are stationed in eight forward bases from 
Senegal, the northwest tip of the continent, to 
the Red Sea republic of Djibouti, ready to 
implement Mitterrand’s pledges of support. 

The pragmatism of Mitterrand’s approach, 
diplomats said, was demonstrated both in 
Zaire and in Paris on the eve of his departure 
when he received President Ahmad Sekou 
Toure of Guinea in the Elysee Palace. 

During the summit, the French leader had 
a private meeting with President Hissene 
Habre of Chad, whose forces ousted the 
French-supported former President 
Goukouni Oueddci after a long Civil War. 

While still in opposition, Mitterrand and 
his Socialist Party sharply criticized what they 
described as the paternal style of relationship 
established by Giscard (fEstaing with some 
African leaders like the self-proclaimed 
Emperor Okassa. But since he came to 
power, Mitterrand has shown no reluctance 
to retain or even strengthen ties on a state- 
to- state basis with African leaders fiercely 
criticized by the political left in France. Sekou 
. Toure has been accused of jailing and execut- 
' , ing hundreds of political opponents and the 
u French Socialist Party refused to be involved 
... jnhis visit to France. But officials in Paris 
argued that France could not afford to snub a 
leader who was due to be the next OAU 
chairman.

In the view of Americans, the Palestinians 
in Lebanon (who numbered nearly half a mil- 
lion before the Israeli invasion) constitute the 
basic popular force for the PLO, for they 
enjoy ftifl freedom of movement. Therefore, 
the “evacuation” of Lebanon from most of 
the Palestinians, after the Israeli blow, and 
their despatch to several Arab states would 
deprive the PLO of its “mobile popular 
force”. In this way, it would be tfftdtadt for 
the Palestinians to establish a direct Unk with 
the PLO without the concurrence of the 
authorities of their host countries. As such, 
the deportation of the Palestinians from 
Lebanon assumed its own significance, for it 
would weaken the PLO and Its role, as the 
Americans (bought. 

According to Lebanese sources, the 
Americans had advised Waleed JuobJatt, 
head of the “Nationalist Movement”, to quit 
the country for a long interval so that it would 
be easier to carry out the process of striking at 
the leftists during his absence. But the latter,

On the other band, the Begin government 
is not satisfied with the growing relations 
between the U.S. and Lebanon, for it views 
that such a development would weaken the 
Israeli role in that country. Begin has. there- 
fore, begun to put conditions, the last being 
that he would not withdraw his forces unless a 
security accord was signed between Israel 
and Lebanon and all Syrian and Palestinian 
forces were withdrawn and a satisfactory set- 
tlement was found for the prevailing situation 
in South Lebanon. 

The first government 

President Gemayel has been keen to begin 
his foreign tour (which would take him to 
New York, Washington, Paris, Rome and the 
Vatican) only after the formation of a new 
government. Only last weekend, the first 
government during the era of the new presi- 
dent was formed with Shafiq Wazzan as pre- 
mier. The move came as a surprise to afl as it 
did not include any popular political party. 
The government consisted of four lawyers: 
Shafiq Wazzan as premier and minister of the 
interior; Roger Sheikhani, minister of justice 
and information; Ibrahim Halawi, minis ter of 
economy, trade and tourism and Essam 
Khouri. minister of national defense and 
national education. 

The governmental team also included a 
university professor. Dr. Elie Salem, Who was 
appointed deputy premier and foreign minis- 
ter; three engineers, namely, Pierre Khouri. 
minister of public works, transport and 
agriculture; Bahauddin AJ-Bassat, minis ter 
of water, electricity and housing; Adel 
Hamia. minister of finance; Dr. Adnan 
Muruwa. minister of health, labor and social 
affairs; and George Afram, minister of posts, 
telegraph, industry and oil. 

Looking at this team, it appeared tint 
Gemayel (fid not care to (dense the poBtidaos 
and the followers of traditional fines, but 
devoted Ms fall concern to formfag a “work 
team” that would take upon Itsefftbe perfor- 
mance of a task much looked for by the 
Lebanese, the Arabs and the world. 

To sum up, he seems to be particularly 
interested in rebuilding the country on a firm 
and sturdy ground. According to informed 
sources, Gemayel would like the new gov- 
ernment to devote itself wholeheartedly to 
the countr/ s construction and reforms m var- 
ious fields. For his part, the new president 
seems concerned with the adoption of serious 
resolutions in matters of defense, foreign pol- 
icy and internal security, in full cooperation 
with prominent Lebanese personalities such 
as Sacb Salam.

Shanghai erases traces of ‘ shameful days’

SHANGHAI (R) — A third of a century 
after Mao's victorious Communists swept 
away the old decadence, once-glittering 
Shanghai is still China’s most vibrant city, 
economic powerhouse and greatest port. 

Once the sin bin of the Orien t, pined for by 
lonely sailors on the seven seas, the city now 
has few of the “attractions” it boasted before 
1949. Gone are the merchants who ran the 
great port a& a foreign enclave, the exotic 
restaurants and gambling clubs, and the 
notices in public gardens banning entry to 
“dogs and Chinese.” 

Few people eat like princes in present-day 
Shanghai, but nobody starves to death any 
more either. There is no need for the carts 
which, before the Communist takeover, 
scoured the streets each morning for corpses. 

Shanghai still sees itself as something spe- 
cial. The government may be in- Peking but 
this is China’s economic powerhouse, 
accounting for a quarter of all exports and - 
one-fifth of the stale revenues. 

It is China's most populous city with an 
estimated 11.5 mifliou residents and a major 
shipbuilding center with nearly 200 of its 
yards producing hovercrafts and containers. 
The port handles over 20 percent of this vast 
country s foreign trade. But to the 200 or so 
ships that sail each month up the Huangpu 
(Whangpoo) River from its junction with the 
mighty Yangtze. Shanghai presents the same 
skyline that greeted travelers half a century 
ago. 

The greystone, wedding cake-style skys- 
crapers erected along the river- side during 
the building boom of the 1930s still stand. 
The great banks and trading companies 
which once dominated the city have, how- 
ever, long since abandoned them to Chinese 
bureaucrats. 

Now and again there isa glimpse of the past 
— a brass plaque outside customs house, the 
logo of the French Banque de L'lndochine on 
tbegrimy, frosted windows of what now looks 
likea rundown warehouse. But three decades 
of communism have seen to it that nearly 
every trace of those shameful days has been 
destroyed. 

The bronze lions outside the old Hong 
Kong and Shanghai bank building, which the 
people used to touch for luck, have been 
replaced by two sentries with drawn bayonets 
guarding what is now the seat of the city 
government. The former British consulate 
general has been turned into a seamen's club. 

Great ships no longer tie up at the 
embankment — the center of commercial 
activity has moved up and down river along a 
50 km stretch, leaving the famous waterfront 
free for ferry boats and river police. 

There are fewer colorful junks and more 
drab steamers. But a seemingly endless 
stream of smaller craft — barges, lighten and 
sampans laden to the gunwales — still ply 
between the docks and the factories.

But Shanghai is not just a port. 1 1 is a huge 
manufacturing center which produces one- 
eighth of China's total industrial output — 62 
billion yuan (S31 billion) in 1980. When the 
Communists came to power, they found a 
ready-made industrial base here for the pro- 
duction, essentially, of consumer goods. 

But now. 33 years on, mostjits 7,100 fac- 
tories are aging and in need of modern 
equipment. Local officials say it is getting 
harder to maintain the constant growth which 


led political leaders to exhort the Chinese 
people to “learn from Shanghai.” 

The city government is trying to encourage 
foreign investment by creating a special 
economic area in the satellite town of 
Minhang. some 25 kms southwest of the 
clogged center where population density now 
exceeds 40,000 per square km. 

There are plans to install some 100 fac- 
tories at Minhang, all with overseas partiri- 
ation. For the foreseeable future, though. 


Shanghai will continue to look to the sea to 
maintain and increase its prosperity. 

It is hoping to gain a large share of the 
expected bonanza when foreign companies 
begin offshore prospecting and drilling for oil 
in the East China Sea next year, supplying 
rigs, platforms and becoming a major support 
base. The opening up of China’s offshore oil- 
fields could bring an influx of Westerners to 
Shanghai unmatched since the Communist 
takeover. 


‘Stone Age’ family living in Siberia

MOSCOW (AFP) — Soviet geologists 
have discovered a “family living in the 
Stone Age in remote central Siberia. 

The Likov family has become' the- most- 
famous in the Soviet Union, * cut off in 
remote Siberia that it had-never heard of 
Lenin. Stalin or even of Brezhnev. 

The modern world literally fell down on 
Agafia Likova, 39, when three Soviet 
geologists landed near her home in central 
Siberia in a helicopter. 

The Komsomolskaya Pravda daily news- 
paper reported that one of them. Nikolai 
Juravlov, described the family as “people 
from the Stone Age”. Their story is a weird 
one. and perhaps could only happen in the 
Soviet Union. 

Generations of the Likov family have for 
centuries been opposed, for religious 
reasons, to the reforms brought in by Peter 
the Great in the 1 8th century. They looked 


on him as irreligious and their "personal 
enemy”. 

All male members of the family, to show 
their opposition to Czar Peter refused to 
carry out one of his main social reforms — 
-cutting off tong beards. In ,2942 Livkov 
senior, his wife and their three children 
journeyed into central Siberia and decided 
to stay away from other human beings — at 
the time the Soviet Union was at war with 
Nazi Germany. 

He said at the time: “ We are withdrawing 
from the world — our religion orders us to 
do so." His children at the time were aged 
1 6 and six. besides newly boro Agafia. She 
has lived all her life in the minuscule world 
of the five Livkovs. 

They rose at dawn and retired at dusk in 
their homemade log cabin, surrounded by a 
potato patch. Radio, telephone and televi- 
sion were unknown to them. There was no 
luxury or comfort or entertainment in their 


lives — but none of them has ever been ill 
despite the below-zero climate for which 
the area is famed. 

They lived more like animals than 
humans. Their clothes were made from old 
sack? and they lit their fires by rubbing 
together sticks of wood. They slept on dry 
leaves, in their daytime clothes. Likov Sr..- 
who is 82 — and has still not cut his long 
flowing white beard — is almost blind 
because here fuses to wear glasses. 

The arrival of three Soviet scientists can 
well be imagined. Agafia could not stop 
touching their clothes and examining their 
watches, and agreed to be photographed. 
But she could not understand their talk 
about cars and television, piped water and 
electrical lighting. 

And she, as well as the rest of her family, 
decided to stay in Siberia, away fc om the 
modern world. They eagerly accepted gifts 
of foods and clothing and refused only one 
thing — a bar of soap.

Man in death row nominated for parliament

COLOMBO (AP) — Sri Lanka’s Tamil 
United Liberation Front (TULF) opposition 
party on Thursday sought to give a seat in 
parliament to a man under death sentence. J ts 
aim was to focus attention on anti-terrorism 
taws that it wants repealed. 

TULF leader AppapiUa Amirthalingam 
announced that his party was nominating 
Sefvarajab Yogachandran, better known as 
“Kuttimani” to occupy a parliamentary vac- 
ancy created by death. The TULF. as the 
incumbent party, is entitled to fill the seat 
under Sri Lankan law. Kuttimani is appealing 
a conviction and death sentence erf the Col- 
ombo high court on charges of murdering a 
policeman in 1979. 

Meanwhile, police reported the first fatal- 
ity in an otherwise peaceful election cam- 
paign for the island republic's presidential 
election next Wednesday. 

W.G. Dayan and, local president of the 


youth wing of President J.R. Jayewardene’s 
United National Party, died and two mem- 
bers of the opposition Sri Lanka Freedom 
Party were arrested after a dash, according to 
incomplete reports from Gaiamwa, 160 kms 
north of Colombo. 

Jayewardene is a candidate for re-election, 
opposed by hector Kobbekaduwa of die Sri 
Lanka Freedom Party of former Prime Minis- 
ter Sirimavo Bandaranaike. 

Kuttimani and co-defendant 
Ganeshanathan Jaganathan were convicted 
of the 1979 slaying of a police constable at 
Velveriturai, a smugglers' cove m north Sri 
Lanka, under special anti-terrorism laws that 
admitted confessions made to police officers 
as evidence. 

Their defense argued that torture was used 
to exact confessions. The TULF decided to 
nominate Kuttimani to the vacancy as part erf 
its campaign for repeal of anti-terrorism laws 4 
enacted to deal with young Tamil militants. 
“Several policemen and soldiers have been 


slain in the militant” campaign for a separate 
state in the predominantly Tamil northern 
part of Sri Lanka. 

Tamils make up 20 percent of the island's 
14 million population and majority Sinhalese 
about 72 percent. Amirthalingam said Kut- 
timani’s nomination should not be consi- a 
dered an act bf appeasement of terrorists 
because “we are opposed to all forms of ter- 

r0l Jfe , 'said die election" - commissioner was 
bound by law to accept the party nomination 
but it could be challenged by a. citizen 
before the supreme court. Under Sri Lanka's 
1978 constitution, when death causes a par- 
liamentary vacancy, the party that won the 
seat in the previous election gets to nominate 
a replacement without a by-election. 

The government has agreed to remove the 
death sentence from the anti- terrorism laws, 
but necessary amendments have not yet been 
brought before parliament. Since the 1979 
case Kuttimani has been indicted on charges 
of murdering two other policemen.

U.S. firm revises 
infant formula sales 


In Indonesia 


Herbal cures thriving 


By Betty Anne WHttams 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Nestle Corpo- 
ration announced Thursday it has revised its 
infant formula sales practices in Third World 
nations to bring the company more closely in 
line with a United Nations international 
infant formula marketing code. 

But the company’s chief critics who have 
organized a boycott of its products because of 
its infant formula sales practices complained 
that the revisions still don't go far enough. 
“There is something about this document 
that reeks of an attempt to undermine the 
boycott,” said Douglas Johnson, national 
chairman of the Infant Formula Action Coal- 
ition which is coordinator of the boycott. 
“But it’s not a specific operational guide to 
the person in the field.'* 

Former U.S. Senator Edmund Muskie. 
who heads a company-financed monitoring 
panel which recommended the changes, 
hailed Nestle's action as “a positive 
development.” 

The Nestle boycott began July 4. 1977. 
Although the company endorsed the market-

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I have three children. I suppose I should be 
tbankfdl that only one suffers from acne. My 19-year-old son and 
17-year-old daughter have fine complexions. Rarely have they ever 
had a pimple. But my 15-year-old son has a face full of blackheads and 
pimples. 

m acne has made a change in his life. Be is withdrawn. Hie comes 
straight home from school and practically hides in his room. My other 
two children try to be sympathetic, but this only makes it worse when 
he looks upon their clear, pimple-free faces. We have been trying to 
get him to onr doctor, but be won't even agree to that. “Doctors can't 
help pimples,'' be says. 

Meanwhile, is there anything we can do to help? He spends much of 
his time in the bathroom, looking into the mirror, squeezing black- 
heads and applying hot towels. — Mrs. Y. 

Dear Mrs. Yj First things first. Keep trying to convince him to see 
your doctor. Pterhaps it was true that years ago doctors couldn't do 
much more for acne patients than offer them the nebulous encour- 
agement that “they’ll go away in time.” But now, we have methods 
that are more successful in managing acne: antibiotics, special soaps, 
artificial sunlight, etc. Another under consideration is 13-CIS- 
Retinoic acid. 

Meanwhile, what to do? Try to keep him from overtreating him- 
self. Excessive use of hot towels, irritating ointments, and daily use of 
hard pressure on blackheads and pimples only aggravate the condi- 
tion. If his face is oily, find a soap, used only twice daily, to remove 
excess oil. Being out in the sunlight helps. (In winter, an ultraviolet 
lamp — properly used.)

Jn diet. But h won’t harm to delete greasy foods, nuts, chocolate and 


ing code adopted by the World Health 
Assembly, a UN. organization, on May 21. 
Nestle's critics contended that the instruc- 
tions given its employees for implementing 
the code did not conform with the spirit of the 
document. 

The voluntary code was adopted as a way 
of discouraging international corporations 
from promoting formula as a substitute for 
breast-feeding, especially in nations where 
poverty, illiteracy, inadequate water supplies 
and refrigeration make it unlikely that for- 
mula would be used correctly. The vote for 
the code was 1 18 to 1 with the United States 
casting the only dissenting ballot. 

Nestle vice president Dr. Carl Angst esti- 
mated that the company sells between S 300 
million and 5400 milli on worth of breast milk 
substitutes each year. He said the company 
has not been able to develop a way of evaluat- 
ing the economic damage by the boycott. 

Angst said the new marketing instructions 
would be in use everywhere except the Euro- 
pean Common Market nations. Nestle does 
not sell formula in the United States.

JAKARTA (AP) — Jamu is an all- 
purpose tonic that tastes bitter to the uniniti- 
ated, but millions of Indone sians swear by 
regular doses of the herbal mixture. 

A survey by the Ministry of Health esti- 
mated that 80 percent of the population of 
150 millkm take jamu at least once in their 
lives. Many insist on a daily doQop. For the 
sick, promises a cure, and for the healthy, it s 
supposed to tone muscles and smooth the 
complexion. Different blends help the taker 
to sleep or stay awake, gain or lose weight. 

Betides serving as a substitute for aspirin, 
vitamin pills and cold tablets, jamu tackles 
such complaints as asthma, baldness, ven- 
ereal disease, malaria, leprosy, diarrhea, 
acne, kidney stones, piles and high blood 
pressure. 

' Indonesians tell of being forced to swal- 
low jamu by their mothers as an all-purpose 
tonic, much as children ‘elsewhere might be 
given vitamin pills or, in earlier generations, 
castor oil. 

Some families prepare it from ancestral 
recipes. Peddlers lugging an assortment of 
bottles of home brew sell the most popular 
formulas on the sidewalks of Jakarta and 
other cities, largely as a pick-me-up for pas- 
sersby.

Dear Mrs. G_' It' s not so much what I advise as what experienced 
gynecologists and obstetricians advise. Your daughter should be 
agreeable to about a dozen visits during a normal pregnancy. Obstet- 
ricians tell me a woman should see her doctor every month for the 
first seven months. Then eveiy two weeks until the 36th week, and 
once a week until delivery. In spite of what your daughter believes, 
prenatal care can prevent complications in both mother and child.

For individuals seeking expert advice, the 
proprietors of special shops prescribe from 
their stock of roots, barks, leaves, seeds, 
flowers, berries, seaweed and other ingre- 
dients.

$1 .19 million is shipped to neighboring Sing- 
apore and Malaysia each year, according to 
one commerical herbal medicine maker. He 
said the Middle East and Europe are promis- 
ing markets. 

Jamu- making is deeply rooted in Javanese 
culture and the more successful firms are 
concentrated in central Java, the sate of the 
ancient kingdoms. The products available 
today represent centuries of developing the 
health-giving properties of herbs and plants 
native to Indonesia. 

At major companies, the production pro- 
cess combines age-old remedies with modern 
pharmaceutical practices. All ingredients are 
herbal and nearly all are gathered from the 
farms and forests of Java. 

Researchers isolate 
herpes virus protein

WASHINGTON (AP) — Scientists using 
genetic engineering techniques have isolated 
and produced a herpes virus protein that they 
say could lead to a vaccine against herpes 
injections. 

Researchers with Molecular Genetics Inc. 
said the protein spurs the production of anti- 
bodies against itself which also attack viruses 
con taining similar proteins. 

While the scientists caution that much 
more testing is needed before they know if a 
vaccine is feasible, they termed their work 
“promising.'' 

In a report published Friday in Science 
Magazine, die researchers say initial tests 
with rabbits infected with two types of herpes 
viruses show the protein stimulates neutraliz- 
ing antibodies. But it is not yet known if dus 
antibody reaction can be made powerful 
enough to loll virus in animals as it does in test 
tubes, they noted. 

A vaccine dial could prevent or treat 
herpes infections is the goal of numerous 
research groups since there are few effective 
treatments for a range of herpes infections. 


Soviets 
to solve

MOSCOW (AP) — Gardening is more' 
than a hobby for millions of Soviets who use 
tiny private plots to raise fruits, vegetables 
and cattle in their spare time. The profits 
can finance a new car or even a small sum- 
mer home. 

" You can earn at least .5,000 rabies ($ 
7,000) in a summer by wor king part-time - 
on the plot and selling the produce,” said a 
Muscovite who mamtafne 3 fruit orchard 
and vegetable garden in the suburbs. “All 
my neighbors paid for their cars and dachas 
(summer bouse) by selling produce?’ 

(Pensioners are said to be able to make as 
muqh as 20,000 rubles ($28,000) for a sea- 
son of full-time labor in a garden. It’s easy 
to see how,- with strawberries selling for at 
least six rubles ($8.40) & kilogram or new 
potatoes for seven rubles ($9.80) a kilo. 

Doctrinaire Communists say the private 
plots are a corrupting vestige of Russia’s 
capitalist past. But the Soviet government is 
promoting this limited type of private 
agriculture to help solve the chronic “food ■ 
problem.” 

Three consecutive grain harvest -failures ; 
and indications that the crop will be far 
below target this year have left the Soviet 
Union heavily dependent on imports. • 
Soviet law allows country and city dwellers 
alike to form up to half a hectare of state ' 
land, consume the produce at home or sefl it 
for profit. 

Seventy percent of the plots are allotted 
to employees of state and- collective farms 
and 30 percent to city dwellers near their 
homes. An estimated 140 million Soviet 
citizens — more than half the population — 
work these private plots and the yield per 
hectare for outstrips that of state and collec- 
tive forms. 

The plots comprise only three percent of 
the cultivated land, yet account for more 
than 25 percent of the food grown in the 
Soviet Union, according to official statistics. 
One-third of the total output of meat, milk, 
eggs and vegetables, half the fruit and ber- 
ries and almost two-thirds of die potatoes 
grown in the Soviet Union come from the 
private plots, Soviet officials report 

Profits from sales at former^ markets can 
be enormous, especially on meat eggs, veg- 
etables, fruit, and dairy products, which are 
in chronic short supply in state stores. The 
kitchen gardeners can peddle their produce 
at any of 27 formers' markets in Moscow for 
prices that are often three or four times 
higher than at state stores.

( APj — Police said 1 hursday they are look- 
ing for a silent killer with an “odd" cun who 
shoots people sitting in their cars, rhen 
drags them onto the street and rifles their 
packets. 

Officers believe the same person has slain 
two persons — an oceanographer and a 
Princeton University student — and suspect 
links to the wounding of two women in 
separate shootings in the Beverly Hills area 
this week. 

Each of the four shootings occurred west 
of downtown Los Angeles, three in affluent 
neighborhoods. Witnesses to three of the 
shootings described the gunman as a black 
male. 

“ He just walks up. never says a word, and 
starts shooting," detective Sherman Oakes 
of the Wilshirc division said Thursday. 
“Once the victim is acad, he then goes 
through the victim’s pockets." 

“It's an odd type gun." Oakes added. “In 
fact, we're test-firing everything that we’re 


getting in custody. We've probably test- 
fired 30 guns already just hoping on a long- 
shot." 

Oakes is investigating the Aug. 19 mur- 
der of Lawrence Raphael, a 19-year-old 
Princeton student and former local high- 
scbool basketball star shot to death while 
sitting in a car with his girlfriend in her 
drivewav. 

The killer — described as a black male — 
shot Raphael, then dragged his body from 
thenar and searched his pockets while his 
girlfriend watched in terror, detectives said. 
“The girlfriend was sitting in the car, he bad 
to know she was there," Oakes said. “Then 
he walks off. He didn’t run, walks off. That's 
cold." 

Oakes said the same gun was used to kill 
oceanographer Robert Owen Plaisted, 48, 
who was murdered as he sat alone in his car 
in a Hollywood parking lot Aug. 4. 
Plaisted and Raphael are definitely linked." 
he said “we’ve got good evidence 


Oakes said investigators are also looking 
into a Tuesday night attack on Susan 
Speigal. 53, wounded m the head by a single 
shot fired through a roiled up window as she. 
sat in her car on a Beverly Hills street. ■ 

He said the gunman — dubbed only as a 
black male — ordered Ms. Speigal to open 
the car door. When she refused, she was 
shot. Ms. SpeigaTs description of ter assail- 
ant matches the description of RaphaeP s 
killer, Oakes said. Ms. Speigal was in satis- 
factory condition Thursday at a hospital. 

Oakes said he also is looking for 
similarities in a Wednesday afternoon 
shooting in west Los Angeles. 

Sgt. Glen Varner said two women fled 
into their car when they saw two black men 
approaching. One of the men fired a shot 
through the window, injuring passengeF 
Jams Wasserman, 49, in the shoulder. The 
men then demanded her purse, Varner said. 
Ms. Wasserman was in good condition 
.Thursday. . 


Nazi 9 fearing extradition, flees Bolivian city 


LA PAZ. Oct. 15 (R) — Convicted Nazi 
war criminal Klaus Altmans has fled from 
Bolivia, apparently for fear of being extra- 
dited to France by this country's new leftist- 
led government newspaper reports from the 
southeastern city of Santa Cruz said. 

The reports said Thursday that Altmann, 
who was Gestapo chief in the French city of 
Lyons during World War II, had escaped to 
neighboring Brazil by car some time in the 
last 24 hours. Government officials were not 
immediately available for comment. Alt- 


mann was accused after the war of murdering 
hundreds of people and resistance fighters in 
Lyons and was sentenced to death in his 
absence by. a French tribunal. 

He fled to Latin America at the end of the 
war and became a Bolivian citizen in 1951. 
Successive attempts by France to have him 
extradited have failed, Bolivian authorities 
arguing that no extradition treaty was ever 
signed by the two countries. 

But after leftist Heman Siles Zuazo 
became president of Bolivia last Sunday, a 


right-wing Italian extremist wanted in con- 
nection with a 1980 bombing in which 85 
persons were killed was captured by Bolivian 
forces and flown to Italy. 

Political sources said the handover of Pier- 
luigi Pagliai showed the new civilian govern- 
ment’s determination to rid the country of its 
reputation as a haven for extreme right-: 
wingers. Wednesday night a Bolivian televi- 
sion program showed an empty bouse id the 
city of Cochabamba where it said Altmann 
had lived for the last few years. 


North Korean diplomat sought in U.S. assault case

UNITED NATIONS. Oct. 15 (R) — The 
United States has accused the North Korean 
mission to the United Nations of harboring 
one of its diplomats who is wanted by police 
in connection with an alleged sexual assault 
An arrest warrant was issued for O Nam 
Choi, third secretary to the mission, following 
an assault on a woman in New York’s West- 
chester Park on Sept 5. U.S^otficiab told the 


North Koreans that O was not entitled to 
diplomatic immunity in the case and asked 
that be be handed over to police for question- 
ing. 

The issue was raised Thursday night at a 
U.N. committee on relations with die host 
country by North Korean ambassador Chon 
Tae'HongT who said the United States had 


violated O's diplomatic immuni ty. Ambas- 
sador Chon said O had nothing to do with the 
alleged incident and added that the arrest 
warrant was an insult on the "dignity and 
person" of a diplomat.

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Cyanide enough 
to kill 10,000 
stolen in Tokyo 

TOKYO. Oct. 15 (AP) — Two kilograms 
of deadly sodium cyanide, enough to kill 
10,000 persons, were stolen from a Tokyo 
st oreh ouse, police said Friday. The Tokyo 
metropolitan police department confirmed 
that the cyanide compound was taken from 
the storage house of Tamanetsu Shod Com- 
pany, a plating factory in Tokyo. 

One of its employees discovered that a 
large metal drum con taining l .000 tablets of 
sodium cyanide, used in plating car compo- 
nents, had been broken into, and 67 30-gram 
tablets, slightly more thap two kilograms, of 
the lethal substance were missing. 

Only 02. gram of sodium cyanide is fatal to 
a person, a police spokesman said, so the 
amount stolen could kill 10,000 persons. The 
two kilograms were worth about 800 yen 
($2), the spokesman said. 

The theft took place sometime between 
OcL 7 and the morning oTthe 13th, police 
said. The opened container was stacked 
below another and was not noticed until 
Wednesday. - 

With the recent series of deaths in the 
United States from cyanide-laced capsules of 
the painkiller Extra-Strength Tylenol, the 
local press has suggested that the cyanide 
may have been stolen to commit similar ran- 
dom murders. 

Tylenol is not available on the domestic 
market here, and no cases of deliberate con- 
tamination of oveT- the -counter drugs hag 
been reported in Japan. The police spokes- 
man discounted fears of mass poisoning, 
however, calling ft "just speculation." He 
said there was no indication why the cyanide 
was stolen.

Blast hits Toronto missile plant 


French, China parties re-establish ties 


TORONTO, Oct. 15 (AP) — A bomb 
blast ripped the brick front off a suburban 
Toronto plant that makes guidance systems 
for the U.S. Cruise missile, moment after 
police received an anonymous telephoned 
threat, authorities said Friday. 

The bomb, hidden in a van, exploded in a 
fireball Thursday night injuring five to nine 
persons, at least twoseriously. The blast shat- 
tered window? and hurkd debris hundreds of 
meters, witnesses said. 

The two-story plant is owned by Litton 
Systems Canada Ltd., a subsidiary of Litton 
Industries Inc., of Beverly Hills, California. 
Police said five persons were hurt, but local 
hospitals reported nine persons were admit- 
ted for treatment and two were seriously 
injured. ...... 

The explosion came minutes after police 
received an anonymous telephone warning, 
and less than a day after a judge ruled that 
Litton executives could not be forced to tes- 
tify at a trial of local anti-war activists. 

“1 don't know the details about what was 
said on the phone, but shortly after our men 
arrived it exploded,” a police spokesman 
said. Police declined to say what the caller 
said, but constable Richard Haines said the

bomb was deliberately set. 

Acting police inspector Gordon Fenton 
said three policemen drove to the plant after 
the tip was received and found a van with a 
small box inside marked “danger explo- 
sives.” Early repons said the vehicle was 
packed with dynamite. 

As the men walked away to radio for assis- 
tance, the van blew up, Fenton said. 
Moments before the blast, a security guard 
told workmen at the plant that there had been 
a bomb threat and told them to “get out of 
here fast.” 

” We started running when suddenly there 
was a big bang and everything shattered,” 
said technician Leo Bailey, 50. Bailey said he 
and two fellow workmen were trapped inside 
the building by debris until firefighters 
rescued them. 

“The truck was parked and when >1 
exploded it just blew the front part of the 
building away,” said firefighter Jim Williams 
of the borough of Etobicoke fire department.

The subpoenas were quashed in the 
Ontario Supreme Court last June by Justice 
John White, who ruled the executives could 
not give material evidence that would assist 
the accused on the issue of trespass. 

White said the trial procedure had been 
used by the accused "for the oblique purpose 
ot propagandizing as lo the political unwis- 
dom of the Litton Company being permitted 
to manufacture war material at the site 
allegedly trespassed." ** A court is not a stage 
for political debate.” 

The appeal court said it agreed with White 
that none of the Litton executives could giie 
evidence that would provide a buna fide 
defense to trespass. The trial is to continue.

The report there was a serious possibility 
that official development assistance from the 


United States and Britain would “decline in 
real terms in the near future.” But it noted 
that West Germany and Japan had promised 
to increase such assistance. 

And France, it pointed out, has declared its 
intention to reach by 1988 the U.N.- 
prescribed target of using 0.7 percent of its 
national income for aid to developing coun- 
tries. 

In spite of these cheery notes, the top U.N. 
economic official was pessimistic in introduc- 
ing the report to U.N. correspondents. 

He said if present trends persisted there 
would be “significant shortfalls in funding" 
and "cutbacks in real terms of operational 
programs.” That statement came from Jean 
Ripert of France, who as director-general for 
development and international economic 
cooperation stands second only to 
Secretary-General Javier Perez de Cuellar in 
the U.N. hierarchy. 


GE pulls out

JOHANNESBURG, Oct. 15 (AFP; — 
The Giant General Electric Company of the 
United States has decided to pull out of what 
would have been the largest investment by 
any company in South Africa in recent years 
because of pressure in the U.S. against apar- 
theid. 

The project was for a 60 milli on rand 
(about $60 million) anthracite minin g project 
in the black non-independent “homeland" of 
Kwazulu. The company said the decision to 
pull out was to “anti-apartheid pressure”. 

- Officials of southern sphere mining, a sub- 
sidiary of Utah International also owned by 
Genera] Electric, told the business section of 
the Rand Daily Mad that the XJ.S. state of 
Connecticut, where the General Electric 
headquarters is based, had taken steps to for- 
bid the state's pension fund from investing in 
companies with investment in South Africa, 
me General Electric spokesman said his 
firm's decision did not affect any of its other 
investments in South Africa. 

Southern sphere's withdrawal contrasts 
with the policy of other U.S. companies 
which have increased their investment in 
South Africa from $2 .32 million at the end of 
1980 to 52.63 million at the end of 1981.

Sudan, Egypt face uphill task 


CAIRO, Oct. 15 (AFP) — Considerable 
financial difficulties threaten to hamper the 
“charter of integration” signed this week by 
Egyptian President Hosoi Mubarak and his 
Sudanese Jaffar Numeiri. in the opinion of 
analysts here. 

The aims of the charter — to strengthen in 
all domains the ties between the two Nile 
Valley neighbors — are clearly spelled out, 
but the ways of achieving them, notably in the 
economic sector, are still to be determined. 

The principal "institutions of integration”, 
including a supreme council, a parliament 
and a support fund, will only be set up by 
decree at the end of this month. 

Up to now. and notably in their press con- 
ference Wednesday in Khartoum, the two- 
heads of state have merely sketched out the 
principles of their plan. 

But they made it clear that external aid 
would be essential.

Focus on EEC’s gas needs 


BRUSSELS. Oct. 15 (AFP) — Western 
Europe will receive 19 percent of its natural 
gas from the Soviet Union in 1990 although 
no single country in the European Economic 
Community (EEC) will depend on Soviet gas 
to meet more than a third of its consumption 
-■Vc.-iis. 

The prediction wascootainedinan analysis 
• x natural cas requirements made by the 
European Common Market Commission. 
The study also found that member states 
would be capable of sustaining a 10 to 25 
percent shortfall in supplies of natural gas for 
up to six months. 

!n 1 990, the analysis concluded, the EEC 
would consume 273,000 million cubic meters 
of gas. with 154,000 million cubic meters 
supplied by community members themselves 
and 1 19.000 million from the Soviet Union. 

Soviet gas shipments would furthermore 
represent 4 percent of all the energy used 'in 
the EEC. Besides the Soviet Union, the other 
priccipal suppliers will be Norway, providing 
12 percent, and Algeria, 10 percent. After 
1 99b. according to the study, the EEC might 
also fork to Canada. Cameroon. Nigeria, 
Qatar and the United Arab Emirates to meet 
:ts requirements. 

To deal with periods of shortfall, the com- 
mittee found that in all the predicted 
scenarios EEC countries would resort in the 
first instance to their reserves to furnish a 
third of their supplemental needs. Other 
measures could include the maintenance of a 
reserve production capacity within the gas 
industry and the establishment of flexible 
import arrangements with the supplying 
countries. 

In another development, sources at the 
EEC headquarters said West German stal- 
ling prevented the members from reaching a 
compromise solution Thursday to a quarrel 
with the united States over U.S.-bound 
exports of European steel. 

Despite pressure from the nine other EEC 
members. West Germany declined to take a 


stand on changes asked by American steel- 
makers in an agreement reached last August 
between the EEC executive commission and 
.officials of the Reagan administration. The 
Bonn delegates also refused to go along with 
an amendment worked out between the 
commission and Washington officials cover- 
ingexpeijs 

Germany accounts for 70 percent of such 
steel pipe exports. . , 

The two tentative agreements would have 
limited the European share of the U.S. mar- 
ket to 5.75 percent on 1 1 categories of steel, 
including alloys, and would have held Euro- 
pean steel pipe to less than 6 percent of the 
American market. 

Gulf Oil to hike 
Angolan output 

CABINDA, Northwest Angola, Oct. 15 
(AFP) — Gulf Oil’s production in the Ango- 
lan enclave of Cabinda will rise by about 

35.000 barrets a day to 1 10,000 barrels next 
year, according to a company spokesman. 

Gulf. 49 percent partner with the national 
Angolan oil company SouangoL will be open- 
ing up the giant Takula field producing 

14.000 barrels a day. step up output of the 
Kungola field by 9.000 barrels, and begin 
secondary recuperation by gas injection of a 
further 10.000 barrels in wells in the 
Malongo west and Maloogo north fields. 

Gulf currently produces 61 percent of 
Angola's oil. and while this share is expected 
to fell by 1 985 as other European companies 
increase tbeir operations, its total output in 
that year is expected to rise to 200.000 bar- 
rels a day. Angola's production as a whole by 
1 985 will be half a million barrels, in So nan- 
go l's estimates. 

An informed source said that negotiations 
were currently under way to increase the 
American company’s profit on its oil, which 
had remained at one dollar a barrel since

Taiwan to establish 
offshore hanking unit 

TAIPEI. Oct. J 5 (CNA) — Detailed plans 
are being drawn up by the government’s 
monetary institutions for the establishment 
of an offshore banking center in Taiwan. This 
follows a feasibility study conducted by the 
Central Bank of China that supports such a 
center, according to an informed source. It 
would deal with deposits, loans, and other 
transactions in Eurodollars and Asiado liars. 

The source said that the study concludes 
that the island’s economy is nearly large 
enough and its telecommunications system 
nearly sophisticated enough to meet the 
needs of such a center. 

Taiwan's principal shortcoming in this 
area, it finds, is a shortage of trained man- 
power. because the local foreign exchange 
market has only been established here a short 
time.

“Volkswagen changed the nature of its 
advertising and lost the image being an 
import just at a time when imports started 
being accorded a special status in the U.S.,” 
she said. This year Volkswagen will shift 
advertising strategy to stress German tech- 
nological excellence rather than itsAmerican 
connection. 

Of Volkswagen's stated goal to capture at 
least 15 percent U.S. market, she said;

TEL AVIV. OcL 1 5 (AP) — Hundreds 
of angry El Al workers broke into a con- 
ference room Thursday where the man- 
agement of tire national airline was meet- 
ing to selling or liquidating the 

company. 

Israel radio said the workers broke glass 
doors of offices around the conference 
room, and turned off the lights, demand- 
ing to be heard by the airline executives. 

After Board Chairman Nahxnan Perel 
said he was ill, the meeting was recessed 
indefinitely, the radio said. Police made 
□o move to interfere with the protesters. 

The government, majority shareholder 
of El Al, is asking that the airline be 
liquidated or sold to private owners. The 
government says the airline, with a $47 
million defidt in 1980 and 1981, has been 
struck by workers 69 times in the past 10 
years. 

The management mothballed the fleet 
after cabin attendants went on strike last 
month. El ATs planes are under lease to 
other companies. The management has 
offered El ATs 5.000 workers a choice 
between s&le of the airline or the 
implementation of a tough new work con- 
tract that will trim the staff and sharply 
limit the influence of the company’s eight 
workers committees over management 
decisions. At least three private groups of 
Jewish investors have announced an 
interest in buying the airline. 

The Histatirm, Israel's 1.2 million- 
member labor federation, is fighting the 
liquidation of El Al, saying it is part of a 
government campaign to restrict worker 
rights.

Task tough, FAO sens 


3% rise seen in rice demand 


FREETOWN. Sierra Leone. Oct 15 
(AFP) — Increase in world demand for .rice 
could accelerate to around 3 percent a year in 
the 1980’s, and then slacken off to end up at 
an average 23 percent between now and the 
end of the century, according' to a Food and 
Agriculture Organization (FAO) study pro- 
duced at the 15th session of the International ' 
Rice Commission (IRC) meeting' here. 

The IRC meeting was held for the first time 
in Africa. The discussions were global in 
scope but were concentrated particularly on 
the developing nations accounting for 98 per- 
cent of the total population of the developing 
world outside Communist China. 

Looking forward to the year 2000. the 
study offers two scenarios of selected feasible 
alternatives, the more optimistic of which is 
based on an assumption that “population 
growth in the 90 developing countries would 
slow down to 23 percent a year between 
1980 and 2000. and the increase in their gross 
domestic product (GDP) would accelerate to 
seven percent” 

The study predicts that under - such 
conditions demand for rice would saturate in 
many countries and fall to a global Increase of 
2.1 percent a year. In the developing coun- 
tries it would rise to 3 percent in the 1980s 
and drop back to 23 percent in the 1990, 
averaging 2.7 percentfor the whole period up 
to 2000. 

Presenting die study, logo Loerbroks of 
the FAO agriculture department noted that it 
described as a “formidable task” the prospect 
of having to raise world rice production from 
the 412 million tons of paddy 1981 to about 
635 million tons by the end of the century. 

But he said it would be feasible to“provide 
appropriate strategies and policies were fol- 
lowed.” 

The study concentrates on the problem of 

raising yields, which axe projected to go up 
by about 70 percent from 1.9 to 32 tons per 
hectare, contributing some 75 percent of the 


increase- in production. 

_ Inputs such as improved seeds, chemical 
fertilizer, pesticides and farm machinery 
could lead to a very rapid expansion, but 
fertilizers for production in the 90 
developing^ countries would have to be 
increased rune -fold from 23 million tons of 
plant nutrients in the mid-1970s to about 21 
tn iffio n in 2000, for example. 

While a “substa ntial shift from rainfed io 
irrigated production would add gftady to the 
stability of production and contribute to 
world food security, another very important 
part of the proposed strategy is a modi grea- 
ter emphasis than in the past on rainfed pro- 
duction." Loerbroks said. 

The study acknowledges that the produc- 
ers of rainfed rice include “many of the poor- 
est small fanners” and the “rural poor who 
have to seek a livelihood:'

Britain keeps 
inflation down] 

LONDON. Oct. ) 5 (R) — Inflation in 
Britain has fallen to an annual rate of 7.3 
percent after the first monthly drop in 
prices for 12 years, giving Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher new ammunition to 
hold down wage rises. 

Government figures released Friday 
showed prices rose by 73 percent in the 
year to September, a fall in the annual rate 
from eight percent in August and the low- 
est annual rate since September 7972. 

Prices fell last month by 0.1 percent, 
partly under the impact of lower charges 
for home loans due to a downward slide in 
interest rates. Fresh food such as apples 
and pears were cheaper in the shops after 
good summer weather. 

Britain's inflation rate, based on the 
retail price index, is still higher than those 
of its main competitors, in particular 
Japan at 3.1, West Germany at 5.1 and the 
United States at 5.9 percent.

Last 
year, the cost of goods at wholesale rose 7 
percent and in 1 980 the increase was 1 1 .8 
percent. 

The economy has become the dominant 
issue in the November 2 congressional elec- 
tions.

Brock calls for free trade 


WASHINGTON. Oct. 15 (AFP) — The 
United States is looking for major progress in 
the liberalization of international trade, par- 
ticularly in the agricultural and service sec- 
tors. when ministers meet in GATT talks at 
the end of November, U.S. Special Com- 
merce Ambassador William Brock has said 
here. 

The ministerial meeting of the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (GATT) is 
to be held in Geneva, and Brock stressed that 
there has not been a meeting at such a high 
level since 1 973. 

He told a press conference Thursday that 
"it is in such a period of recession and finan- 
cial difficulties that nations must show politi- 
cal will." . 

Some GATT regulations must be rede- 
fined and extended, he said, stressing that the 
U.S. would put agricultural problems at the 
top of the agenda.

Italy strikes oil 
off Sicilian coast 

MILAN. Oct. 15 (R) — Oil has been 
extracted at the rate of 1 0.000 barrels a day 
off the southern coast of Sicily, the Italian 
chemicals firm Montedison said Friday. 

A company statement said it proved the 
existence of oil in commercial quantities in 
the area. The oil flowed from a 2.600-meter 
(yard) test well in the vega field. 25 kins off . 
the port of Ragusa. 

The company statement said the field was 
big. but officials later cautioned against 
seeing it as a breakthrough for Italy which 
spents more than $20 billion on oil imports 
last year. 

**In national terms it is a very modest dis- 
covery," one official said, adding that the oil 
from the field was fairly low quality with a 
high sulphur content.

He said 
these problems "illustrate the need for the 
trading system to be improved so that this 
kind of dispute can be handled in most cases 
without conflicts". 

Danish workers 
on the warpath 

COPENHAGEN. Oct. 15 (R) — Tens of 
thousands of workers downed tools through- 
out Denmark to protest against the new gov- 
ernment’s tough economic policy. 

The nationwide action, called by the coun- 
try’s powerful trade unions, followed similar 
strikes staged by rivij servants, academics, 
teachers and students. 

Copenhagen's international airport 
reported flight delays due to the walkouts. 
Traffic in the Danish capital was at a snail’s 
pace due to throngs of placard-carrying 
demonstrators marching through the inner 
city, according to police. 

Thousands of chanting protesters gathered 
outside the Folketing (parliament) as it was 
holding a second reading of the government's 
emergency economic package.

IMF may okay 
loan to S. Africa 

NEW YORK. Oct. 1 5 ( AP) — The Inter- 
national Monetary Fund is about to approve 
a $1.1 billion loan to South Africa despite 
strong objections from groups critical of that 
country’s policy of racial separation, the Hew 
York Times reported Friday. 

The Times, quoting an IMF official who 
asked that his name be withheld, said the loan 
would be approved because it was "techni- 
cally feasible." But the official called the 
move "politically objectionable" to groups 
opposed to South Africa’s policy of apartheid 
and to its intervention in Angola and 
Namibia. 

The fund is a specialized agency of the 
United Nations. South Africa was ousted 
from the U.N. General Assembly in 1 974.

Zimmermann took office two weeks ago 
promising decisive action to contain and 
eventually reduce West Germany’s estimated 
immigrant population of 4.6 million. 

He told West German television Thursday 
night that foreigners who were neither able 
nor willing to integrate and had come to West 
Germany only to earn money should return 
to their homelands. Bonn's new center-right 
government has already outlined proposals 
for cash incentives to encourage guest work- 
ers, mainly Turks, to return home. ‘

Many contracts are lost 
because of sheer carelessness 
— and this is true in both of- 
fensive and defensive play. 
The fact is that most errors in 
bridge are attributable not to 
a lack (tf knowledge or skill, 
but rather to lazy or careless 

thinkin g 

Here is the kind of thing that 
happens from time to time. 
Let’s say West leads a dia- 
mond. East wins with the ace 
and continues with the queen, 
which also wins. Then, having 


run out of diamond^ he shifts 
to a heart 

South wins and forces out 
the ace of dubs. When West 
then cashes the king of 
diamonds, his side runs out of 
ammunition. South loses three 
diamonds and a dub and 
makes three notrump. 

A study of the hand reveals 
that the contract should go 
down. Instead of allowing his 
partner to win the second trick 
with the queen of diamonds — 
which seems the normal thing 
to do — West should overtake 
the queen with the king and 
continue with the eight of 
diamonds. If he does this, his 
side eventually scores four 
diamonds and a club to put 
declarer down one. 

There is no good reason, ex- 
cept perhaps carelessness, for 
West’s failure to overtake the 
queen. True, East might have 
held the A-Q-x of diamonds 
and overtaking would cost 
West a trick, but it could not 
cost him the contract. 

For practical purposes, 
West can feel certain that 
three notrump will be 
defeated by overtaking his 
partner's queen, and that the 
contract will probably be 
made if he ducks the queen. 
That is certainly a good 
enough reason for overtaking. 
But, of course, West must' 
have his mind on the game at 
trick two and not fall into the 
error of following low 
mechanically.

Tale of tails 

WARSAW, Oct. 15 (AP) — Thieves 
cut off the tails of 30 horses marked for 
export to France last month, the evening 
daily Kuricr Pobtd reported in a front- 
page article headlined “They cut them off, 
but why?” 

The paper said the culprits managed to 
cut the tails of the horses despite the pres- 
ence of two guards nearby, but that the 
lack of tails did not prevent their ultimate 
export for slaughter. 

“There have been no complaints so 
far," ail official was quoted as saying. The 
paper described the incident as “one of 
the strangest robberies in our country,” 
with the additional headline “Tail affair.” 

“Was it an incident of a malicious 
nature, or a simply robbery to gain very 
precious horse hair which is used for many 
things," the paper asked. Horse hair can 
be used to manufacture hand-made 
brushes which like many-other items are in 
^short supply here. j 

Typhoon hits Philippines 

MANILA, Oct. 15 (AFP) — A fierce 
typhoon slashed through 10 northern pro- 
vinces Friday, destroying property worth 
more than 60 million pesos ($7 million), the 
official Philippine News Agency reported. A 
ferryboat with six crew and an undetermined 
number of passengers capsized, with ail 
aboard reported missing. 

With winds of 135 kilometers, typhoon 
Nancy blew down bouses, -brought down 
bridges and in one instance swept off a hospi- 
tal roof. Nearly 200 patients bad to be evacu- 
ated to public school buildings, but no reports 
of casualties from the hospital or from other 
areas were immediately received in Manila. 
The typhoon was reported moving westward. 


Bogdan Wlosik was shot by a plaindothes 
policeman close to the main church of the 
industrial suburb of Nowa Huta. They were 
joined by the archbishop of Krakow, who led 
prayers for peace and reconciliation. 

The Officials said the suburb, home of the 
NOwa Huta Steelworks, Poland 1 s biggest fac- 
tory, was hit by fierce battles again Thursday 
night as the local workforce demonstrated 
their anger over the banning of the Solidarity 
trade union. Officials contacted in other 
major industrial centers including Gdansk, 
Wroclaw and Poznan as well as Warsaw, said 
there were no reports of major work stop- 
pages like those in the Baltic port region on 
Monday and Tuesday. 

Telephone links to Gdansk and Szczecin, 
where officials also said the shipyards and 
factories were working normally, were 
restored Friday after being cut Monday. The • 
killing of Wlosik brought to 15 the number of 
officially reported deaths in dashes between 
police and demonstrators since the imposi- 
tion of martial law last December. 

Nine persons were shot by security forces 
at the Wujek mine near Katowice when angry 
miners demonstrated Dec. 16. One man died 
in Wrodaw and three in the nearby dty of 
Lubin when police opened fire during 
nationwide disturbances on Aug. 31, and 
another man died of internal injuries during a 
street battle in Gdansk on the same day. 

Official reports from Krakow said Wlosik 
died when a plaindothes policeman opened 
fire in self-defense after being knocked to the 
ground. The fighting in Krakow was reported 
to be exceptionally intense, with demons- 
trators hurting rocks, petrol bombs and steel 
bolts. Police responded with tear gas and 
water cannon. There was extensive damage 
to municipal buildings, tram tracks, private 
cars and police vehides, official reports said. 

European Community foreign ministers 
meet in Denmark this weekend to discuss the 
latest crackdown in Poland a Brussels report 
says. The two-day session is an informal one 
at Nyborg, on the island of Fyn. 

It will give the ministers their first chance to 
discuss Bast-West relations since the latest 
turn of the screw by the military regime in 
Poland. The European Community has so far 
made no formal response to the latest events 
in Poland, in spite of President Reagan's 
request for it to join Washington in imposing 
tougher trade terms.

Court order irks Spaniards 


MADRID, Oct. 15 (R) — Politicians 
reacted angrily Friday to a court decision to 
let a rebel colonel, jailed for a right-wing 
coup bid, stand for parliament in Spain's Oct 
28 general election. Supporters t?f Lt. Col. 
Antonio Tejero Molina quickly revived their 
election campaign and said he would defi- 
nitely try for a seat in the Congress (lower 
house) which he stormed at gunpoint last 
year. 

The court overruled a decision by the elec- 
toral control body that Col. Tejero could not 
seek public office while serving as military 
officer. It said he was eligible because he had 
applied to retire. No appeal is possible. 

Former centrist Prime Minister Adolfo 
Suarez said the decision was "a mockery of 
the Spanish people.” Com muni st leader San- 
tiago Carrillo called it “a scandal." Socialist 
leader Felipe Gonzalez, expected to win the 
elections and become prime minister, and rul- 


ing Centrist Party leader Landetino LaviDa 
both told election rallies the poll would show 
how little support the colonel enjoyed. 

“Spanish Solidarity,” Col. Tejero's newly 
founded political party campaigning under 
the double-meaning slogan “Enter Parlia- 
ment With Tejero,” quickly coined a new 
motto: “Your Vote Will Free Tejero.” 

The colonel is in a military prison awaiting 
the result of his appeal against a 30-year sen- 
tence for his part in the coop attempt. His 
lawyer says the case would be dosed if he 
were elected and he would be immediately 
released. 

He said the colonel, who has become a folk 
hero for the extreme right-wing ' fringe, could 
be elected if he polled 150.000 votes i in 
Madrid. The neo-fascist New Force Party 
won a Congress seat with 110,000 votes in 
the 1979 election. Posters of the colonel 
appeared in Madrid streets Friday. 


Aid flow to U.N.agencies falls 


UNITED NATIONS, Oct. 15 (R) — Har- 
dening attitudes toward multilateral aid are 
threatening many development programs of 
international agencies, according to the 
director of the United Nations Development 
Office. : 

“If present trends continue, a crisis is at 
hand," Jean Ripert, director-general for 
development and international economic 
cooperation, told a news conference here 
Thursday. 

Although he said some countries like Italy 
and France had increased their grants, 
revenues for most U.N. projects had fallen to 
such an extent that cuts in programs had 


become a strong possibility. 

Ripert said contributions to U .N. programs 
had dropped and said the effect of the fall was 
sharpened by inflation. One reason for the 
fall was the strength of the dollar against 
other major currencies, Ripert said. “The 
other reason. ..has to do with a hardening 
attitude' toward both bilateral and multilat- 
eral official development assistance among 
the major contributors,” he added. 

Ripen, who is the highest-ranking U.N. 
official after Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar, called the news conference to 
mark the publication of a report on the crisis 
facing U.N. programs. 


France won’t make neutron bomb 


PARIS. Oct. J 5 (AP) — Fta nee is continu- 
ing experiments on neutron weapons but has 
no plans at the moment to put such weapons 
into production, a spokesman for the 
Defense Ministry said Friday. 

The spokesman, who under French gov- 
ernment policy may not be identified, said he 
was reiterating statements made since the 
Socialist government came to office in May 
1981. 

He noted that Premier Pierre Mauroy and 
Defense Minister Charles Hemu have both 
saad recently that “it is conceivable that the 
production decision will be taken." But the 
spokesman stressed that it was a “false 
deduction” to assume that the decision had in 
fact been taken. 

The spokesman said that because this was 


the government’s constant position, there 
was no point in commenting on a New York 
Times report from Paris saying French 
authorities “have semi-offidally informed 
counterparts in some allied governments” 
that the production decision had been taken. 

Experiments to develop a neutron weapon 
were started by France in 1 976 under then 
President Valery Giscaid (TEstaing. Neutron 
weapons are designed for use primarily 
against tank attacks. For example, a neubron 
weapon will kill the crew in the tank but not 
destroy the tank. 

The weapons are built to kill enemy sol 
diers with heavy bursts of radiation, not 
explosions, leaving buildings and other instal- 
lations near the battlefield intact and reduc- 
ing casualties among any nearby population. 


S. African ‘aggression’ condemned 


HARARE, Zimbabwe. Oct. 15 ( AP) — 
The leaders of two southern African nations, 
Angola and Zimbabwe. Friday condemned 
South African “aggression" in the region and 
claimed the Pretoria government was using 
mercenaries to attack neighbor states. 

Zimbabwe Prime Minister Robert Mugabe 
and Angolan President Eduardo dos Santos 
also reaffirmed their support for the 
Angola-based Southwest African Peoples’ 
Organization (SWAPO). which is fighting a 
16-year war for control of South African- 
governed Southwest Africa. 

The two leaders, in a joint communique 
released at the end of a four-day state visit to 
Zimbabwe by Dos Santos, once a gain 


rejected efforts by South Africa and the 
United States government to link the inde- 
pendence of Southwest Africa, also known as 
Namibia, with demands for the withdrawal of 
12,000-20,000 Cuban troops from Angola. 
Dos Santos flew back to Angola later in the 
day. 

Mugabe and Dos Santos are among leaders 
of nine so-called frontline states' pledged to 
break ties with South Africa. 

On another issue, the two leaders expre 
ssed “satisfaction” at February’s admission 
of the guerrilla-backed Saharawi Arab 
Democratic Repulbic intoQAU 

In addition they called for the removal of 
all military bases in the Indian Ocean.
